It looked like goodbye, but 
Kent’S Chief Constable is not 

assuming he’ll net CPS role 


BRITAIN’S first black Chief 
Constable Michael Fuller is wav¬ 
ing goodbye to Kent but he is still 
refusing to confirm whether he will 
take the top job with the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

Mr Fuller has been selected by Attorney 
General Baroness Scotland QC as the preferred 
candidate to become Chief Inspector of the CPS. 

Yet he is keen to stress through Kent on 
Sunday that the deal is far from done, and the 
recommendation is advisory even though his 
current contract runs out in March. 

The decision will be made by the Justice 
Select Committee of MPs next month, with offi¬ 
cial announcement expected on January 12. 

Mr Fuller’s application follows several 
unsuccessful attempts to land some of 
Britain’s top policing roles. 

The Chief Constable applied for the Met 
Commissioner’s job in October 2008 following 
Ian Blair’s resignation, and was also considered 
to become Chief Constable of British Transport 
Police, but lost out to the force’s deputy.

And in May this year he got down to the last 
four candidates for the Deputy Met 
Commissioner’s role. 

The Chief Constable remains guarded about 
his future. 

Mr Fuller said: “It is too early to say much at 
the moment. I’m not gone yet, but I have been 
through the selection process and I’ve been 
put forward as the preferred candidate, but 
the MPs might disagree. 

“It is quite unusual thing for the CPS to look 
outside the service for this role. I have engaged 
with the CPS from the other side of the fence 
so I am able to see where improvements could 
be made from an operational angle.” 

Under the leadership of Mr Fuller, the coun¬ 
ty has seen the introduction of Neighbourhood 
Policing Teams, 14 specialist units aimed at 
combating low level crime such as vandalism, 
graffiti and underage drinking. 

The force has also acquired a police helicop¬ 
ter, shared with Essex, part of a string of

How many coppers does it 
take to change a light bulb? 


POLICE are so bogged down in 
red tape at two new stations they 
can't even change a light bulb, 
writes Nick Ames . 

Replacing toilet rolls is also off limits for 
officers at two privately built police “super¬ 
stations” in the north of the county. 

Kent Police's £23 million Medway head¬ 
quarters in Gillingham and the £31m police 
station in Gravesend were built under pri¬ 
vate finance initiatives (PFD, 

And those deals mean maintenance con¬ 
tracts are handled by a private contractor. As 
a result, officers have to send request forms 
or call a 24-hour hotline for everyday supplies 
including toilet rolls, light bulbs and cutlery. 

According to Police Review, they must also 
call the hotline if they want to put up posters 
or even reposition plants and litter bins. Ian 
Fointon, chairman of Kent Police Federation, 
said the situation was “bonkers”. 

He said; “Police officers are practical, can-do 
sorts and if they are sitting at their desk and 
a bulb goes they just want to get up, go to a 
cupboard, get a new bulb, screw it in and get 
back to work. 


“They don't want to be sitting in the dark 
ringing a 24-hour helpline asking for the bulb 
to be changed. But the problem is if you want 
a new police station these days, the only way 
to get funding is through a PFI and with that 
you don’t own the building. 

“PFIs are hog-tied agreements that stop 
officers from tasks as routine as changing a 
light bulb. During the Kingsnorth climate 
change protest, a meeting was even held to 
decide where to place a rubbish bin and a 
table to serve officers tea and coffee.” 

However, Kent Police have said the system 
is a good one. Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge said: “The majority of staff in 
North Kent are delighted to be working in an 
outstanding new building that is one of’ the 
most modem police stations in the country, 

“There have been massive benefits for us in 
moving to a central location and it means we 
can deliver better policing. 

“By using a contractor to undertake routine 
service work we free up staff to concentrate 
on what matters - reducing crime. 

“We are delighted with the equipping and 
quality of the new station and look forward to 
working from there for many years. Our rela¬ 
tionship with the contractor is excellent ” 


Simon Redman, director of finance for Kent 
Pblice, said: “There is an agreement in place 
to ensure the smooth day-to-day running of 
PFI police stations which address situations 
such as the changing of light bulbs and the 
maintenance of toilets. 

“The contractors are responsible for the 
upkeep of the buildings and have to adhere to 
strict agreements. That means if something 
goes wrong they need to address it within an 
agreed time or face a penalty. They have 
round-the-clock helpdesks that allow staff to 
report any issues by phone or email. 

“We believe this offers a more comprehen¬ 
sive package than in the old stations. The 
helpdesk is no more bureaucratic than previ¬ 
ous processes. 

“We have to remember that the supplier is 
responsible for maintaining the building, 
including anything placed on the walls. They 
hold the risk and will pick up any cost if 
something goes wrong, which is why we 
advise staff not to take on maintenance jobs 
themselves”

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India jail appeal to Foreign Secretary 


THE parents of a former City worker jailed in 
India on drug-smuggling charges are appeal¬ 
ing to the Foreign Office for help. 

Patrick Malluzzo,, of Hartford, was given a 
10-year jail term in 2004. 

He has launched an appeal against his con¬ 
viction but this has been adjourned 12 times 
in three months. 

Mr Malluzzo was sent to prison after 
cannabis was found in a bag he had lent to a 
friend while travelling. 

He has always maintained his innocence 
and claims he only confessed to the offence 
after police burned him with cigarettes, beat 
him and deprived him of sleep. 


His parents met. Foreign Office officials to 
appeal for help from Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband. Teresa Malluzzo, Patrick's mother, 
said: “1 want to be able to celebrate birthdays, 
anniversaries and Christmas with all my 
family. 1 want to be reunited.” 

Campaign group Fair Trials International 
said Mr Malluzzo has been wrongly convicted 
and was refused an interpreter during his 
trial, in the state of Rajasthan, which was 
conducted entirely in Hindi. 

Spokesman Jago Russell said: “Patrick’s 
conviction was a travesty and although he 
has a right to an appeal under both Indian 
and international law, he has waited years to 


dear his name. We are urging the Foreign 
Secretary to help us persuade India finally to 
hear Patricks case.” 

Mr Malluzzo's parents have re-mortgaged 
the family home to help pay their legal bills. 

He was backpacking in India in 2004 when 
a friend took his bag from Rajasthan to Goa 
in order for him to travel more easily. 

The friend accidentally left, three bags, 
including Mr Malluzzo's luggage, on a train. 
They were found to contain 421b of cannabis 
resin. 

Mr Malluzzo claims the first he knew about 
it was when he was arrested at Mumbai air¬ 
port as he tried to leave India.

PRIME Minister Gordon Brown 
made a call of two hours and 42 
minutes to a mystery number in 
Canterbury from his Scottish 
home. 

The time, length and geographical desti¬ 
nation of 21 calls were disclosed when the 
BT bills submitted as part of his expense 
claims were published by the House of 
Commons. The numbers were blacked out. 

The telephone line in his constituency 
home is likely to be used by his wife, Sarah, 
as well as the Prime Minister. 

The documents give a glimpse into the 
personal life of Mr Brown, showing repeated 
calls to Canterbury, including one of one 
hour 50 minutes starting at 10.29pm last 
Christmas Eve. 

In total, six calls were made to 
the same number in the 
Canterbury area. Downing 
Street declined to comment 
on who the recipient was. 

But the most likely person 
would be Archbishop of 
Canterbury Dr Rowan 
Williams, who had been due 
to preach at the Christmas Day 
service in the Cathedral. 

However the Archbishop’s office denied 
the calls were made to Dr Williams. 

“They 100 per cent were not,” a spokes¬ 
woman said. 

Other suggestions have been made that 
the Prime Minister was calling to contact his

deputy leader Harriet Harman, whose sister 
Sarah runs a law firm in Canterbury. 

A Labour Party source said: “Harriet is a 
visitor to Sarah’s home on occasions so I 
would think it most likely that the Prime 
Minister was calling his deputy. 

“Last year, for instance, the family got 


together to watch one of the younger mem¬ 
bers play at a concert at Margate Winter 
Gardens. There are strong links between the 
Harman family and Canterbury.” 

The calls came to light after phone bills 
submitted as part of the Prime Minister’s 
claims for Additional Cost Allowance were 
published as part of the latest release of 
expenses-related receipts. 

The first call, at 22.15 on March 27 last 
year, lasted one hour and 44 minutes but 
was only the third longest of six made to an 
unknown number in the city or surrounding 
area. Canterbury shares its 01227 code with 
Heme Bay and Whitstable.. 

A run of four calls were then placed 
between October 23 and November 3, with 
one running for just 17 minutes but two last¬ 
ing nearly an hour and one a marathon two 
and three quarter hours. 

All but the short call took place late in the 
evening or at night. The last recorded call 
began at 10.29pm on December 24, last year, 
and did not end until 19 minutes past mid¬ 
night on Christmas Day itself. 

It is not known if similar calls were includ¬ 
ed in the Prime Minister’s claims last year 
as individual entries on the bill were hidden 
under a more restrictive censoring system in 
place then. 

A Downing Street spokesman said: 
“Expenditure on phone bills is allowed 
under the ACA mles and the Fees Office has 
cleared this expenditure. 

“Sir Thomas Legg has also conducted an 
independent audit of these expenses and 
found no fault. Obviously we are not going to 
comment on individual phone calls.” 
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Beauty spot power 
lines coming down 

COUNTRYSIDE near Dover is to be trans¬ 
formed by the dismantling of power lines in an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

EDF Energy is removing 1.5 miles of over¬ 
head lines from St Margaret’s at Cliffe, near 
the Frontline Britain Trail which is popular 
with ramblers. Engineers will be installing 
underground cables this week using specialist 
machinery to minimise disturbance to the 
landscape. 

Once the underground electricity cables are 
ready the overhead network will be switched 
off and removed, including 27 poles, conduc¬ 
tors and three transformers.

Games of pontoon 

A PONTOON is to be attached to the pier in 
Gravesend in a bid to attract tourists travel¬ 
ling by boat to and from the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

Gravesham council’s plans for a detachable 
pontoon with ticket kiosk alongside Gravesend 
Town Pier, off West Street, have now been 
approved by its regulatory board. 

The council expects the pontoon to be used 
by ferries and pleasure craft carrying tourists 
wanting to visit Gravesend. 

It is part of the council’s plans to boost the 
borough’s tourism industry by capitalising on 
the 2012 Olympics by attracting sightseers 
visiting nearby Stratford for the Games. 


Weak £ = expensive firs 


THE plummeting value of the pound is being 
blamed for a shortage of real Christmas trees 
this year. 

And those who do manage to find a real 
tree will be expected to pay at least 20 per 
cent more than last year. 

The shortage is being blamed 
on the poor exchange rate 
where tree sellers in Britain are 
finding it too expensive to buy 
the popular Nordmann firs - 
which don’t shed their needles - 
from Denmark, where they are 
grown in bulk. According to 
industry insiders, the cost of 
imported trees has risen by 30 
per cent because of the weak 
pound. 

Axing of EU subsidies five 
years ago has also led to Danish 
suppliers cutting back on the 
amount they export, with the 
usual 2.5 million trees reduced 
to about 500,000 this 
Christmas. 

Martin Clews, owner of 
Stonepitts Farm in Sevenoaks, 
said although some farms in 
the UK, mainly Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, grow their own 
Nordmanns, they tend to be sold outside the 
UK. 

“Most people want Nordmann firs, but 
there aren’t enough being imported,” he 
said.“The ones grown here are exported 
because growers can make more money. 
They are popular in France and Germany. 

“There is a risk people won’t be able to get 
one this Christmas and even if they do they’ll 
be paying more. Sellers in the UK importing 


them from Denmark are having to push the 
prices up to cover rising costs. 

“I haven’t done this at my farm as we have 
fixed prices, but I’ve already sold half my 
stock and I’m expecting to sell just as much 
this weekend.” 

Mr Clews said although 
there are other types of trees, 
people prefer the Nordmann. 

“People don’t want trees that 
drop needles and some of these 
have been known to give people 
rashes,” he added. 

The lack of Nordmann firs, 
which take 10 years to grow, 
means other trees will be 
snapped up quickly and retail¬ 
ers are advising people to put 
in their orders quickly. 

Jenny Schroeder, of 
Kingswood Christmas Trees in 
Maidstone, agreed there was a 
real shortage. “People from as 
far away as the Isle of Wight 
have been calling to buy trees 
from us,” she said. ‘We even 
had someone from Spain who’s 
coming for Christmas calling to 
reserve one. 

‘We grow our own Nordmann firs so we’re 
not struggling, but other traders are. Some 
places are really pushing their prices up. One 
has added an extra £12 on to the price of a 6ft 
tree.” 

The average price of a 6ft Nordmann is 
£25-£30, but this could vary with the short¬ 
age. The British Christmas Tree Growers’ 
Association confirmed there was a shortage 
of Nordmann firs and that people would 
have to consider other types of trees.

Why we have some off UK’s best services 


DESPITE facing a threatened 
£200 million shortfall and job losses, 
Kent County Council is promising 
to keep a ‘high standard of service’. 

The pledge came from leader Paul Carter 
this week after an Audit Commission report 
saying county taxpayers have some of the 
best public services in the country 

The assessment found KCC was “perform¬ 
ing excellently’ and placed it joint leader in 
the county council league tables. 

The review looked at how well services were 
provided in relation to the priorities of the 
community, council and other public bodies. 

And council leader Paul Carter is confident 
high standards can be maintained: “People 
have been saying for years that KCC will not 
keep up these standards, but this shows we 
can. I have every belief this will continue 
despite the budget.” 

Two inspection reports were carried out; 
one looking at KCC as an organisation and 
the other at its work with partner agencies, 
including the public sector, voluntary organi¬ 
sations and the business community. 

For the eighth year running it scored the 
highest possible overall rating and was this 
year singled out for exceptional achievements. 

The Audit Commission praised it on its 
strong leadership. 

The authority was also awarded two excep¬ 
tional accreditations for improving young

people’s education and skills and the 
new Gateways service, which provides public, 
community and voluntary services under 
one roof. 

Cllr Carter said: “We have ensured our 
young people have job opportunities and 
training, that crime rates are low, vulner¬ 
able people are cared for and public 
health services are improved.” 

He also put the success down to the 
good working relationship between him¬ 
self and chief executive Peter Gilroy.

Concern as sea rescue 
base moves out of Kent 


THE life-saving air sea rescue service based 
at Manston is set to be relocated to the 
Midlands at the end of this month. 

But campaigners are warning that the 
delay in reaching emergency scenes because 
of the extra miles could cost lives. 

The plans have been put forward by the 
Maritime and Coastguard Agency as part of 
moves to reorganize emergency services. 

South Thanet Conservative parliamentary 
candidate Laura Sandys said she under¬ 
stands the relocation will take place on 
December 31: “We are hearing that the plan 
is to move the aircraft to Coventry. This 
means it will take extra minutes to get to the 
rescue scene and those extra minutes could 
cost lives... 

‘’The system we have works very well 
because the airport properly accommodates 
the service. That would not be the case at 
Coventry. In my understanding it is a busier 
airport so more barriers to emergency 
response would go up. 

‘T also understand that Coventry Airport is 
in administration, so the service would in 
turn have to be moved to Birmingham - an 
even busier and further away airport.” 

Canterbury MP Julian Brazier has written 
to Paul Clark, the Transport Minister with 
responsibility for shipping, who plans to 
scrap emergency flights from Manston. 

In his letter Mr Brazier said: “Responding 
to a Dover alert, [the sea rescue plane at

Manston] can be up and at the scene within 
half an hour, but normally within 20 minutes 
from the alert - this includes travel time and 
all airport checks. 

“This service covers rescue across the 
Channel, which is the busiest waterway in 
the world. It also forms part of the protection 
for leisure boats, yachtsmen, our fishing fleet 
and commercial shipping.” 

Mr Brazier continued: “Even without the 
necessary air traffic checks and without trav¬ 
el time to the aircraft, the time from 
Coventry to a Channel site would be 35 min¬ 
utes. This makes those safeguarded by the 
current arrangement more vulnerable... 

“I am deeply concerned about this proposal.” 


we bring the right person in for the job and we 
will continue to maintain the high standard 
we have set over the years.”

Areas praised by the Audit Commission 
included adult social care services, safeguard¬ 
ing of children and education. Work on 
employment, transport services, the environ¬ 
ment and health care and well-being were 
also commended.

MEDWAY Council has received praise from 
the Audit Commission in its first ever 
Comprehensive Area Assessment. 

The authority, which came under scrutiny 
for the first time this year, was judged as 
“performing well” and commended for tack¬ 
ling issues of high priority to local people. 

The assessment is split into two areas; 
organisational, which focuses on how well 
the council is performing, and area, looking 
at partnership working and what people 
think of what is being done. 

Medway Council was told it works partic¬ 
ularly well in keeping the area clean and 
safe, caring for children and the elderly, and 
dealing with transport, homes and jobs. 

The assessment also found that most of 
its services were of good quality, the council 
was good at managing money and that 
councillors and staff worked well together. 

Negative findings showed school results 
in the area were mixed, with achievements 
by the age of 11 below the national average. 

It also stated that Medway had fewer pri¬ 
mary schools rated as good, but noted the 
authority was tackling this issue. 

Council leader Cllr Rodney Chambers 
said: “This points to the strong evidence of 
the hard work the council does to improve 
the lives of residents. However, I am aware 
that the report has highlighted some areas 
where we need to do better. We have 
already introduced plans to improve and 
will be monitoring the progress.” 

Chief executive Neil Davies added: “I 
would like to thank our staff for all their 
hard work and am pleased that this report 
judges us as performing well.”

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Launch of domestic high-speed rail service with 140mph bullet trains brings 


The future has arrived

A LANDMARK in British trans¬ 
port history has been reached 
with the full domestic launch of 
high-speed rail travel between 
Kent and London. 

The £5.8 billion High Speed 1 (HS1) service 
has been running from selected stations on a 
trial basis since June, but has today been 
rolled out across the rest of the county. 

Commuters will be able to travel from 
Ebbsfleet to St Pancras in just 17 minutes - 
most people in under an hour. 

Lord Andrew Adonis, Secretary of State for 
Transport, said it was a landmark for British 
transport. “This service will bring in new 
business and boost house prices and regener¬ 
ation across the county. It will not only serve 
commuters, but the communities that have 
been hit hard by economic conditions. 

“These are the fastest trains to operate in 
Britain and this will be seen as a milestone 
across the country.” 

Transport minister Paul Clark said HS1 
was as significant for Kent as the Channel 
Tunnel and the M2 and M20 motorways. 

The Gillingham and Rainham Labour MP 
said: “The importance of high-speed options 
cannot be overstated in terms of job creation 
and opportunities. 

“It’s fantastic for people to be able to travel 
from somewhere like Ashford to St Pancras in 
just 37 minutes, but it will also mean 
increased capacity for mainline trains too.

“But really I’d like to see fewer people trav¬ 
elling to London for jobs and more travelling 
into Kent, because HS1 will bring with it job 
opportunities locally.” 

Japanese bullet trains travelling at a maxi¬ 
mum speed of 140mph will make commuters’ 
dreams come true, although high-speed fares 
have increased by about £8 per journey. 

Last week Cllr Nick Chard - Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment, highways and waste - said he believed 
most workers would happily pay extra to 
spend more time in bed or at home after 


work, and Mr Clark agrees. 

He said: “Everyone will make their own 
judgements and price will obviously play a 
part in that. But there have been domestic 
services running since the summer and the 
level of take-up has exceeded expectations, so 
there has been a great deal of interest even in 
the difficult economic times we face.” 

The HS1 service represents the first major 
UK contract for Japanese train manufactur¬ 
er Hitachi, which in October, 2007, opened a 
£52 million depot in Ashford. 

Head of maintenance Andy Barr told KOS 


Media the trains were the safest in operation, 
and they had travelled under test conditions 
for 50,000 miles before any passengers had 
set foot on board. 

Mr Barr said: “This is an important day for 
us because high-speed rail travel is going to 
raise the bar for the transport industry. 

“There will always be a need for mainline 
trains for local travel, but we are quite keen 
on the high-speed element and would very 
much like to see that extended. 

“The service is called High Speed 1 because 
it will be the first of many.” 


Agents expect p rop erty 
revival to pick up pace 


THE introduction of high-speed rail services to 
London today could also quicken the pace of 
Kent’s property market revival. 

House-builders and estate agents hopethe 
promise of shorter journey times to the capital 
will prompt commuters to buy homes near train 
routes, with such properties expected to 
increase in value over the coming months. 

Christian Miles, a partner at estate agent Miles 
and Barr, said the market in Kent appeared to be 
picking up. 

He said: “In relation to the rest of the country, 
we have been quite busy in the areas where 
high-speed rail links are coming in. 

“We’re a member of the Home Sale Network, 
made up of 800 branches across the country, 
and we seem to be more positive about the 
market than most. 

“I’ve no doubt that’s partly due to High Speed 
1, as well as the regeneration of areas such as 
Thanet and Folkestone. 


“It’s difficult to know how much value will 
eventually be added to properties, but what we 
are seeing is that homes within five or 10 min¬ 
utes’ walk of high-speed lines are already very 
saleable and extremely let-able. 

“Areas close to stations have held their values 
much better because of the awareness of the 
rail links, and that’s only going to increase as 
time goes by.” 

Mainline journey times from Canterbury to 
London are about 110 minutes, but HS1 will 
allow commuters to reach the capital in less 


than an hour. Piers Clanford, operating director 
for Berkeley Homes (Capital), said interest in the 
firm’s Canterbury development Kingsbrook Park 
was gathering momentum as a result. 

He said: “Locations further out in Kent are 
going to become commuter hot spots. 
Canterbury was previously regarded by most as 
too far away for commuters, but will now 
become a viable option for those working in 
central London, with the journey time under the 
magic hour mark. 

“Canterbury is set to follow the same path as 


Brighton, with commuters looking for a more 
rural, tranquil place to live away from the city but 
still within commuting distance. 

“We have seen a rise in inquiries from buyers 
looking to address the balance between quality 
of life and commuting.” 

Despite being the county town, Maidstone is 
one of the only locations in the county that does 
not have direct access to High Speed 1. 

So it’s not surprising that Maidstone-based 
Simon Miller Estate Agents hasn’t noticed any 
difference in house prices or sales, despite 
commuters being able to reach an HS1 station 
relatively easily on the mainline. 

However, Mr Miller said he was confident 
other areas would benefit from the new service. 

He said: “It’s got to make a difference eventu¬ 
ally because getting to London so quickly is 
going to be a huge advantage to people. 

“There will be people who buy property 
specifically for the high-speed links.”

Shaking up the timetable 


KENT stations will benefit from between three 
and 12 morning rush-hour services with the 
arrival of High Speed 1. 

The introduction of the 140mph bullet trains 
has contributed to one of the biggest 
timetable shake-ups in more than 40 
years, with more than 150 stops 
scheduled every day between 7am- 
10am. 

As one of the service’s main hubs, 

Ebbsfleet will receive 12 trains during 
that period while there will be six at 
each of Medway’s five stations as well 
as at Gravesend, Sittingbourne, 
Faversham, Margate and Broadstairs. 

The new Southeastern timetable - 
which includes normal mainline servic¬ 
es - will provide passengers with more 
than 200 extra trains per day and boost 
capacity by five per cent. 

However, HS1 fares will increase by 
about £8 per journey to pay for the 
technology, adding about £730 to 
annual season ticket prices. For example, a 
return ticket from Ashford on HS1 will cost £48.70 
compared with £40.60 on the mainline, and an 
annual season ticket will cost £4,536 compared 
with £3,780. Regular commuters are being 


advised to visit www.southeasternrailway.co.uk 
to see how the changes affect them. Managing 
director Charles Horton said: “We’ve worked 
hard over the years with stakeholders to be able 
to get to this point and this new 
timetable is very important for Kent. 

“It will provide more choice for pas¬ 
sengers, see the full introduction of 
high-speed services and help us con¬ 
tinue to improve performance levels. 

“The majority of passengers will see 
an improvement in services, but as with 
all timetables compromises have had 
to be made and not everyone will be 
satisfied. However, once we’ve intro¬ 
duced the timetable we will monitor 
services closely and work with the 
Department for Transport to make any 
adjustments which are necessary.” 

Ramsgate, Canterbury West, 
Ashford, Dover and the two Folkestone 
stations will each receive five morning 
rush-hour services per day, while there 
will be three at Whitstable, Herne Bay and 
Birchington. Maidstone has been left off the high¬ 
speed map altogether, but KCC has revealed 
plans to build a new station in the county town 
and link it to HS1.

■ ECONOMISTS are predicting a bright 
future for Kent as new businesses look 
to take advantage of improved transport 
links to London and the Continent. 

While generally expected to be of great 
benefit to commuters travelling into the 
City, insiders believe HS1 will work both 
ways and convince business people to set up 
shop in the Garden of England. 

Mandy Beame, director of marketing at 
Locate in Kent, said: “One thing the county 


often suffered from - perhaps incorrectly - 
was the perception that it was peripheral to 
London. 

“Now we can say it most definitely is not. 
It’s not going to happen overnight, but the 
fact we are now that much closer to London 
in terms of train times might tip the bal¬ 
ance for some firms. 

‘We’ve always marketed Kent as being a 
great place to relocate to because it is more 
cost-effective than London while still having 


good rail and road links to it. But now we 
have the benefit of much quicker trains as 
well as maintaining our great links with the 
rest of Europe.” 

Tony Pringle, chairman of the east Kent 
branch of the Federation of Small 
Businesses, said HS1 was “the best thing 
that’s happened here for years”. 

He added: “Setting up a business is a 
long-term issue and there are more issues 
than good train links that need to be 


addressed. But it will obviously help con¬ 
vince some firms to locate here, and not just 
because it’s quicker to get to London. 

“The service also provides better links 
with the Midlands and the North, which is 
very important. 

Kent’s position means it has been cut off 
from the rest of the country, but that’s no 
longer the case and I’m very positive about 
it. 

“I think it’s a brilliant service.”

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Why Copenhagen is 
key for Kent’s future 


TACKLING climate change is vital 
for the future of Kent’s farming and 
water supply, say environmental 
experts, writes Marijke Cox. 

The warning came this week as world leaders 
met for the Copenhagen Summit to try and reach 
an agreement to stop global warming. 

The two-week conference, which runs from 
December 7-18, marks an important step in the 
fight against climate change as 192 countries join 
together to try and solve the worldwide problem. 

Richard Knox-Johnston, chairman of Protect 
Kent, a branch Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, told KOS Media he hopes politicians 
will start to look towards the future instead of 
focusing on the short-term. 

“They need to stop looking just five to 10 years 
ahead and focus on the bigger picture 100 years 
away,” he said. “They should learn from Victorian 
leadership - there are still drains working in 
London that were built in the Victorian era.” 

Mr Knox-Johnston said the Copenhagen 
Summit is particularly important for Kent. 

“This area of the UK is very significant - it 
comes only second to Cornwall in the large 
amount of coastline it has,” he said. 

“One of the major threats facing 
us here is sea-level rise.” 

Scientists say this is a result of 
global warming where higher tem¬ 
peratures cause land glaciers to 
melt and thus sea levels to rise. 

They also increase when heat 
from the atmosphere is absorbed by 
the sea, causing it to expand. 

Mr Johnston said: “There is a lot of 
low-lying land in Kent. There’s 
Romney Marsh, Sandwich and the 
area that separates Thanet from the 
rest of the county. If sea levels rise 
there is a risk of us losing more and 
more of our agricultural land.

Fire service gets 
watchdog praise 

FIREFIGHTERS have been praised in a 
watchdog’s latest report. 

The Kent and Medway Fire and Rescue 
Authority (KMFRA) is said to perform well, 
have strong leadership and a good grasp 
of its finances. The Audit Commission’s One 
Place report also includes a residents’ sur¬ 
vey, where 81 per cent have said they are 
satisfied or very satisfied with the level of 
service they are receiving. 

Highlights from the assessment include 
praise for the quick response to emergency 
calls, which is better than the UK target; 
actions to prevent fire and incidents, which 
saw more than 14,000 home visits last year; 
and KMFRA’s ability to deal with major 
events, including the Channel Tunnel fire 
in September, 2008. 

Stand-up comic 
in stand down 

COMEDIAN Michael McIntyre walked away 
from a £28,000 fee after he discovered the 
waiting audience was full of debt collectors. 

The comic was due to perform at London’s 
02 arena at a private party for West Mailing- 
based Cabot Financial Limited, but refused 
to perform at the £200,000 event less than 
half an hour before it was due to start. 

Reports claimed the 33-year-old performer 
said that entertaining the crowd on Friday 
would have been “against his principals”, 
having faced his own financial problems. 

A spokesman for the star said: “Michael 
was in debt himself and has a conscience.” 


‘With other countries already suf¬ 
fering drier summers and lack of 
water they will be less likely to want 
to export crops when they are hav¬ 
ing problems growing produce them¬ 
selves. We have to be self-sufficient 
and grow our own food, therefore agri¬ 
cultural land is very important to us.” 

Mr Knox-Johnston said the 
National Farmers’ Union revealed 
that 55 per cent of grade one agri¬ 
cultural land is less than five metres 
above sea level. 

“Scientists have said that if all the 


glaciers melted at the same time sea 
levels would rise by seven metres,” he 
said. “Now this isn’t necessarily going 
to happen, but it highlights that 
Kent would definitely be affected. 

We’ve also had much warmer, 
drier summers and as a result we 
have been using water from the 
aquifers, but it is not being replaced 
as quickly as it is being taken. 

“More and more houses are being 
built and the population is growing 
so the need for a sustainable water 
supply is vital.” 


PM INVITES KENT INVENTORS TO NUMBER 10 


TWO top scientists have been praised 
by Prime Minister Gordon Brown for 
their groundbreaking green invention. 

University of Greenwich at Medway 
doctors Paula Carey and Colin Hills 
have developed a technology that 
captures carbon dioxide and turns it 
into rock. It simultaneously converts 
contaminated soil and industrial waste 
into harmless pebbles that can be 
recycled as a construction material. 

The innovative product even has 


potential to help dispose of radio¬ 
active waste. 

The Prime Minister invited the doc¬ 
tors - who have set up a company 
called Carbon8 Systems - to No 10 
along with other leading low carbon 
economy inventors. 

He said: “Our transition to a low car¬ 
bon economy will be a key driver of 
our future economic prosperity. 

“Carbon8 Systems is at the forefront 
of this transformation. 


Dr Carey said she was hoping to 
expand the business, saying: “We have 
already produced the first concrete 
block with our carbonate aggregate, 
and are working towards getting 
approval from the Environment Agency. 

“We are now in talks with the major 
waste management companies in the 
UK, with a view to securing funding for 
our first commercial plant. 

“We will then explore opportunities 
worldwide.

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Tighter controls of 
‘helpful’ parents on 
GCSE coursework

CONVENTIONAL GCSE course- 
work is in the process of being 
scrapped in core subjects after con¬ 
cerns over possible cheating. 

Wide access to information on the internet 
and “over-helpful” parents are being blamed 
for the changes, which were cited in a report 
by the Qualifications and Curriculum 
Authority in 2006. 

Kent schools are now seeing the result of the 
findings with new controlled assessments 
being brought into English, maths and ICT to 
replace coursework. These assessments have 
already started being introduced and will be 
rolled out over the next two years. 

Instead of traditional coursework - which 
can be drafted numerous times with the help 


of teachers and parents and also carried out 
at home - pupils will undertake supervised 
projects in class, alone or in groups. Access to 
books and the internet will also be strictly 
controlled. The Government’s 14-19 
Education and Skills White Paper stated 
that with coursework it was “sometimes dif¬ 
ficult to authenticate a student’s contribu¬ 


tion to the quality of the final product”. 

One Kent teacher, who asked not to be 
named, said: ‘With added pressure on 
teachers through the National Challenge, 
some may be tempted to help pupils a bit 
too much with their coursework, or parents 
may help to ensure their child gets good 
grades.” 

The National Challenge is a Government- 
led scheme aiming to see 30 per cent of 
pupils at all secondary schools achieving at 
least five higher grade GCSEs, including Cs 
in maths and English. 

He added: “In some schools there are 
almost 50 per cent of children with special 
needs and yet they are expected to achieve 
the same as children of a higher level.” 

A spokesman from the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families said: 
“Essentially, cheating was not the driving 
force for these changes although some 
teachers have said it will stop others help¬ 
ing too much with coursework. 

“I think teachers admit to being under a 
lot of pressure with the National Challenge 
and so GCSEs are being looked at to see 
how to assess students in a better way. 

“Plagiarism or cheating hasn’t been high¬ 
lighted as a major problem though. We 
have safeguards in place when it comes to 
marking to try and stop anything like this.” 

Other reasons behind the scrapping of 
coursework were concerns over pupils 
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being over-burdened with unnecessary 
assessment requirements, difficulties in 
regulating work and easy access to infor¬ 
mation over the internet. 

Andrew Olsson, headteacher of Charles 
Dickens School in Broadstairs, said: “It 
used to be teachers with all the Imowledge, 
but some pupils now go on the internet and 
take ownership of something they have 
read. But how do you know that what you 
are reading on the internet is right? 

“Children are developing their research 
skills, but not in the library any more.” 

Mr Olsson said controlled assessments 
could take up valuable learning time, but 
put the new scheme down to the ever- 
changing education system. “It wouldn’t 
surprise me if in five years there was a new 
way of doing things,” he added. 

Pressure 

Asked whether he believes some parents 
help children too much with their course- 
work, he said: “There has been the rare 
occasion when this has happened but I 
don’t think there’s too much of a problem. 

“Parents obviously want their children to 
do well and there is real pressure on teach¬ 
ers too, but coursework is regulated.” 

A spokesman from Ofqual, the regulator 
of qualifications and exams in England, 
confirmed the new assessments have been 
introduced in some schools already. 

He said: “New specifications for GCSE 
English, English language, English litera¬ 
ture, ICT and maths are being introduced 
in September, 2010. 

“New specifications are also being devel¬ 
oped for GCSE science subjects in 
September, 2011. In the majority of new 
GCSE specifications being introduced, con¬ 
trolled assessment is replacing coursework. 

“Controlled assessment takes place in the 
school and is either set or marked by the 
awarding organisation.” 
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Research uncovers first 

ice age Channel-hop pers 


STARTLING new evidence has 
been uncovered proving it was once 
possible to walk from Dover to 
Calais, writes Marijke Cox. 

And academics behind the new findings 
have said this will be possible again - but not 
for another 60,000 years when we enter the 
next ice age. 

According to research by Cambridge geogra¬ 
phy professor Phil Gibbard, people would have 
been able to walk from Britain to France as 
recently as 9,000 years ago, at the end of the 
last glaciation period. 

Before these findings, evidence had shown 
that a prehistoric ‘super-river’ carved out a 
divide between Britain and Europe 450,000 
years ago, making Britain the island it is today. 

The river, called the Fleuve Manche, was 
formed when a huge glacial lake in the North 
Sea overflowed, causing a ‘mega-flood’ that 
sent water surging between the hills and 
rocks - now the Dover Strait - that separat¬ 
ed England and France. 

But during glaciation periods, the water 
level would drop and people could wade to 
Calais from Dover, providing a major migra¬ 
tion route. 

In warmer times, however, Britain would 
have been cut off, as it is today. 

Prof Gibbard said: ‘We always suspected 
the Dover Strait was created by an overspill 
of a giant river that cut off southern 
England from northern France.” 

But details of the timing and nature of 
the river were incomplete, so his team car¬ 
ried out a study in the Bay of Biscay where 
the Fleuve Manche met with the ocean and 
discharged layers of sediment that have 
been untouched for thousands of years. 

The study found the Fleuve Manche 
existed at the end of three ice ages - 
450,000, 160,000 and 90,000-30,000 years 
ago - and in each case the volume of sedi¬ 
mentary material increased significantly. 

‘Telemedicine’ 
team notch-up 
national award 

THE team behind a revolutionary life-sav¬ 
ing treatment for stroke sufferers have won 
a prestigious national award. 

The stroke and IT teams of East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Foundation Trust 
won the coveted HSJ Award 2009 for 
Improving Care with Technology. 

The team equipped the A&E departments 
at Margate and Ashford and Emergency 
Care Centre at Canterbury with the latest 
‘telemedicine’ technology 18 months ago. 

This allowed anyone brought to hospital 
suffering from stroke to be assessed by 
a consultant stroke physician through a 
high-definition video link immediately - 24 
hours a day. 

Because stroke consultants can use 
the telemedicine link to assess patients from 
literally anywhere, precious time is saved, 
and potentially life-saving treatment can 
be administered within a few hours of a 
stroke. 

Royal opening 
for skills centre 

PRINCESS Anne officially opened the 
Catch22 North Kent Vocational Skills 
centre this week. 

The centre in Gravesend caters for young 
people who have been excluded from school, 
and are at risk of, or are, offending. 

It is set up as a fully equipped motor 
garage run by two qualified mechanics who 
support the young people in their learning. 

Sessions use donated vehicles and 
professional equipment to offer practical 
hands-on training on every aspect of motor 
vehicle repair and maintenance. 

The new facility will offer a wider range of 
vocational opportunities including building 
skills, plumbing and electrical, painting 
and decorating, and IT courses. 


Prof Gibbard said: “This is the first time we 
have looked at what flowed in and out of the 
English Channel and into the Bay of Biscay 
during these crucial periods. 

“It provides the final piece in the puzzle, 
forming a complete record that reconstructs 
the dramatic events that cut Britain off from 
Europe and gave it its island status.” 

During periods of glaciation, Britain and 


Europe were joined and people and animals 
would have been able to cross the 22-mile 
stretch. 

“Their feet would have got a little bit wet, but 
it was shallow enough to cross,” said Prof 
Gibbard. “The colonisation of the British Isles 
was very much controlled by the presence of 
this valley system. 

“One of the things arising from this study is 


our ability to understand what arrived in 
Britain and when.” 

He added: “Britain as an island is only a tem¬ 
porary situation. When the next ice age comes, 
which will be in around 60,000 years, people 
will be able to walk to France. 

‘We will move into a colder climate. In past 
ice ages trees and crops didn’t grow - this is what 
people in the future will have to look forward to.”

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Tragic Haniska’s drugs warning

A DEVASTATED mother whose 
daughter died after taking 
cocaine on a night out has 
stepped up her fight against 
“parasite” drug dealers. 

Angela Pett, from Gravesend, has worked 
with Kent Police to get giant images of 20- 
year-old Haniska projected on to the wall 
opposite the town’s Tesco with a slogan 
warning people off drugs. 

And to make sure everyone takes notice, 
the 46-year-old is planning to get them 
rolled out across the whole of Kent. 

“It’s saying to kids, don’t pay to die,” she 
said. “It’s not worth it - look what hap¬ 
pened to Haniska.” 

The young hairdresser had been out with 
friends in October, 2008, when she bought 
the ‘cocaine’ that killed her. 

Unknown to her, it been cut with worm¬ 
ing tablets, amphetamines and MDMA and 
contained just five per cent cocaine. 

After taking the drug she started fitting 
and was rushed to hospital but died seven 
hours later, leaving her mother Angela, 
her father Ian, 48, and brother Joe, 23, 
devastated. 

Angela said: “This campaign has made 
sure Haniska’s death wasn’t a complete 
waste. If her death can warn other people 
off drugs, then some good can come out of it. 

“I’ve already received brilliant feedback

about the giant slides. A police officer heard 
two boys at a bus stop talking about the 
images. One said to the other, ‘See, you 
never know what you’re sticking up your 
nose’.” 

Angela has been working closely with 
Kent Police since her daughter’s death and 
has also featured in a hard-hitting tele¬ 


From heroin to hero as 
Peter cleans up his act 


A FORMER heroin addict is to be reunited 
with his family this Christmas after beating 
the drug that has controlled his life since the 
age of 15. 

Earlier this year, Peter Beale, of Kemsley, 
Sittingboume, was on the brink of losing 
everything due to a £500-a-week habit which 
had led him into a life of crime and jail sen¬ 
tences. In January he was issued with his 
third Drug Rehabilitation Order and his 
partner, Esther, admitted to being unable to 
cope any more. 

Mr Beale said: “I didn’t want to lose my 
family, that would kill me. Esther said she 
wasn’t putting up with it any more and I 
decided this was it. 

“I was fed up with waking up every day 
and feeling ill and spending my whole day 
thinking how I was going to get enough 
money for heroin.” 

The 30-year-old was subsequently separat¬ 
ed from his family until he could prove he 
could live without drugs. 

He said using heroin felt like peering 
through a dirty window that he couldn’t see 
beyond. 

He said: “When I got my first clean test I 
was over the moon. People now say I’m an 
inspiration to them. I tell them that if I can 
do it, so can they.” 

While most children were out playing with 
their friends, Peter began dabbling in drugs 
and was addicted to solvents at the age of 12. 

His first hit of heroin was at 15 and by the 
time he was 17 he was hooked and had 
already had a spell in a young offenders’ 
institution. 

When released he continued a life of crime 
to feed his habit and admitted to committing 
at least two crimes a day, resulting in court 
appearances and jail sentences. Now clean, 
Peter revealed the shame he feels when look¬ 
ing back over his past. 

“I’m ashamed of what I have done and I’d 
like to say sorry to the victims,” he said. 

He also said that when he was on drugs he 
saw the police as the “enemy”.

“I thought they were meddling, but now I 
see them in a completely different way. PC 
Karen Cook has helped me. She phones to 
see how I am getting on and visits weekly. 

“One time I got a lift with a former dealer 
and she knew about it straight away and 
phoned up to ask what I was doing. 

“She knows my family and knows the 
whole picture. I don’t think the police are bad 
any more, they’re just doing their job.” 

Peter said the PCSOs in his home town 
even pull him over to say how well they 
think he is doing. 

He added: “I never expected that from the 
police.” 

Peter said it was through sheer determina¬ 
tion and the support from Kent Police, drug 
and alcohol service KCA and Esther that he 
beat his addiction. 

PC Cook, a drugs liaison officer at 
Maidstone police station, works closely with 
him. She said getting to the root of why peo¬ 
ple commit crime was as important as 
arresting and charging them. 

“An enormous number of crimes have been 
prevented,” PC Cook said. “When you think 
Peter was committing at least two crimes a 
day, but hasn’t for eight months. He’s now a 
different person and it’s great to see.” 


vision advert on ITV warning about drugs. 

A car rally was held in October with 51 vehi¬ 
cles travelling from Gravesend to Southend to 
raise awareness of the campaign and Angela is 
also planning talks at schools. “Haniska would 
have loved all this if she was alive,” she said. 

Angela admits her daughter should not have 
been taking drugs and said they had spoken 
about the dangers. But she places most blame 
with the dealers, who she says get people 
hooked then make money by bulking out their 
drugs with whatever they can get hold of. 

She also says the old stereotype of a ‘druggie’ 
has changed and it is young professionals tak¬ 
ing recreational drugs. 

“This campaign is helping me get through 
the grief of losing Haniska,” she said. “It 


makes me feel her death wasn’t a waste. It’s 
helped the whole family. We were all hit very 
hard. I often hear her brother Joe in her room 
chatting to her and every morning I go in and 
say ‘hello’. 

“Since we’ve changed her urn, freaky stuff 
has been happening in the house. I think it 
really helps me cope, feeling she’s always there 
with us.” 

The images can be seen on the side of the 
wall by Tesco in Gravesend until 11pm every 
night. More than £1 million of cocaine has 
been seized in the county in the last 18 months 
by Kent Police. 
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HE basement of an anony¬ 
mous backstreet building in 
Calais holds supplies vital 
to the survival of some of the 
most destitute people in Europe. 

Not medicines, drugs or vaccines, but simply 
blankets, sleeping bags and clothes - protec¬ 
tion against the cold as winter draws on. 

A dedicated group of Kent-based volun¬ 
teers who run the place live in fear of a police 
raid and the confiscating of their supplies - 
after all, helping refugees is a crime under 
French law. 

Attacked and imprisoned by police, using 
batteiy acid to remove identifying fingerprints 
and vilified by many in the country they 
want to make their home, the migrants live 
in conditions of squalor as they nightly try to 
conceal themselves onto Dover-bound lorries. 

But some still have time to practice cricket 
in the area set aside for feeding them - work 
undertaken by charities with money from 
local government. 

Afghan asylum seekers learnt the game after 
spending time in Pakistani refugee camps. 

“Inshallah” (God willing) they say in the 
hope they might one day bowl on an English 
village green. 

The supplies have been taken across the 
English Channel by ferry by activists work¬ 
ing for Kent Refugee Help. 

They say it is vital that aid reaches the 
migrants after their camps were tom down 
and destroyed by police earlier this year. 

The supplies are kept in the cellar of a 
building away from prying eyes. Rooms con¬ 
tain bedding, clothes and footwear, all of 
which has been donated. 

The migrants can come and get what they 
need - a constant stream as temporary shel¬ 
ters are destroyed by police. 

The latest area for Afghans to congregate 
became known as the New Pashtun Jungle - 
an area of woodland criss-crossed by paths 
and backing on to a lorry park. Signs of 
recent habitation are everywhere and it 
appeared to have been abandoned in a hurry. 

Ahmed is from Afghanistan and recently 
arrived in Calais after a three-year journey 
from his homeland. 

“I paid $6,000 (about £4,000) to the people 
smugglers to get me here,” he said. 

“I first set out in a tmck for the border with 
Iran and despite frequent road checks in that 
country I made it across with help from 
friends in the city of Isfahan. Kurds smuggled 
me into Turkey - I was there for two years 
before I managed to get across the border. 

“After that I took buses across Europe - 
always getting someone else to buy my ticket 
as I had no passport and no identification. 

“My life in Afghanistan was hell. I left all 
my friends and family, but I knew I had to 
take a chance. I think I will be given the 
chance to work in England. I will do any¬ 
thing to get a stable life.” 

The migrants face daily harassment from 
police, with the CRS riot police the most 
aggressive. Migrants picked up in Greece

and Italy are often fingerprinted and their 
details kept on a database. If they are 
stopped again they can be deported to those 
countries, but they then frequently make the 
same journey across Europe again. 

Some have taken to using battery acid to 
remove prints by burning off skin, while oth¬ 
ers have set fire to their hands. 

Achmed is also from Afghanistan and has 
been in Calais for some months. 

“The police chase us like we are animals,” 
he said. “I have been put in prison three or 
four times and I have been hit by them.” 

But not all police behave in that manner. 

Some migrants tell of being given lifts to 
their shelters by police while another said he 
had been given coffee and offered wine. 


Michel Flahault is a French charity worker. 

He said: “We are here because they are 
here - someone needs to help them.” 

The actions of the volunteers comes at a 
time when there is renewed criticism of the 
establishment of refugee help centres in 
France from Richard Ashworth, Conservative 
MEP for Kent. 

He said: “It is clear the closure of the Calais 
Jungle in September was conducted without 
an adequate strategy in place to deal with 
the situation and so we are seeing a return to 
the ‘migrant travelling circus’. 

“What is obvious is that all EU govern¬ 
ments are not fulfilling their obligations to 
halt the entry of illegal immigrants on 
Europe’s southern borders.” 


FRENCH PLAN 
A ‘HONEY POT’ 
FOR REFUGEES 


PLANS to open a centre in Calais to help 
economic refugees have outraged the 
Conservative spokesman on immigration. 

Ashford MP Damian Green said: “I 
think it is an insulting idea. All it will do is 
encourage more illegal immigration 
through Kent. I am appalled that the 
French Government is setting it up. 

“It will act as a honey pot for potential 
illegal immigrants all around the world and 
it will encourage more people trafficking. It 
is the worst possible idea there could be.” 

The new day centre, which would be 
built next to an industrial estate in the 
town, is due to open before Christmas. 

It will be run by the charity Catholic 
Help which estimates there are more than 
1,000 migrants congregating in the area 
trying to make it to the UK. 

Mr Green said the French Government 
was passing the problem on to the UK. 

“The French should deal with these 
people in the proper way. They can apply 
for asylum in France, if they do not want 
to do that they can be returned home.” 

As the winter draws near the charity 
says something has to be done to help 
those most in need. 

Mr Green said the Government also 
needed to do more to stop the UK being 
seen as an attractive destination for illegal 
migrants. 

He said: “First we need our own border 
police force to make our borders more 
protected. I think a lot of people are 
attracted here because they think it is 
easy to work illegally in Britain. That is 
why we need a specialist border police so 
we can be more affective at cracking 
down on illegal work. 

“We also need to establish international 
agreements to avoid this encouragement 
by other countries, particularly France, to 
encourage people to try their luck coming 
across the Channel.”

Murder charges 

MURDER charges have been brought 
against two men after the death of a father 
who was beaten up outside his home, leav¬ 
ing him in a coma. 

Paul Hopkins, 32, suffered head injuries 
in the attack at his home in Beechholme 
Drive, Kennington, on August 2. He died 
four months later. Christopher Goldfinch 
and Scott Stevens, both 22, were charged 
with murder when they appeared before 
Ashford magistrates. 

Mr Hopkins was a father of six and had 
recently married his long-term partner. 
Goldfinch and Stevens were remanded in 
custody and will appear at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Astra gang hunted 

POLICE are hunting a gang who 
stabbed two teenagers and hit anoth¬ 
er in the face with a bag of bricks. The 
five white men pulled up in an old- 
style green Astra, attacked the 17- 
year-olds and drove off. 

The unprovoked attack happened at 
3am on Sunday, December 6, in East 
Street, Erith. 

One victim suffered a stab wound in 
his back; one was stabbed in his upper 
arm and hip; and the third received 
cuts and bruises to his face. All were 
taken to hospital for treatment and 
later discharged. The attackers are all 
aged about 20 and one had blond hair. 

Fly-tipping arrests 

SEVEN Medway men have been arrested 
after fly-tippers struck in Gillingham. 

The men, aged from 17 to 48, were arrest¬ 
ed after reports that people were emptying 
rubbish in Ash Tree Lane on December 4. 
They were released on bail until January 13. 


The martyrdom of St Alpheg e 


EXACTLY one millennium ago, in 
the winter of 1009, Kent was 
shaking as a reedbed rustling 
before the wind, writes John 
Withington. 

In August had come the terrifying news 
that an immense Danish army had landed at 
Sandwich. The county had been the first 
place in England to be raided by fearsome 
Viking warriors when they descended on the 
Isle of Sheppey in 835. 

Over the next few years it was the part of 
the country that suffered most 
from these unwelcome visitors, 
with homes destroyed and people 
slaughtered or dragged off into 
slavery. Sandwich was one of their 
favourite ports of arrival; they had 
attacked it on half a dozen occa¬ 
sions before 1009. 

This time, English king 
Ethelred the Unready had tried to 
give the lie to his nickname by building a 
huge fleet to resist them, but in-fighting 
among the nobility and an untimely storm 
had destroyed his navy. 

Now the invaders were ashore and Kent lay 
inviting and helpless before them. 

The leader of the Danes was a seasoned 
warrior named Thorkell the Tall. His raiders 
were in an even more belligerent mood than 
usual because in 1002 Ethelred had tried to 
find a final solution to Danish raids by order¬ 
ing a massacre of all Danes in England. 

First, the invaders made for Canterbury. 
There was some history here, too. The Danes 
had attacked the city in 851. This time the 
citizens sued for peace, and the people of east¬ 
ern Kent stumped up a huge sum of 
Danegeld - protection money or tribute - to

buy off the raiders. The Danes went 
away to despoil other parts of southern 
England, before coming back to take up 
winter quarters on the Isle of Thanet. 

They tried a couple of raids on London, but 
were driven off with heavy losses. After 
Christmas, it was the turn of other towns - 
including Oxford, Cambridge, Bedford, 
Thetford, Ipswich and Northampton - to be 
burned to the ground. 

At least it kept the Danes away from Kent 
until 1011. By then, pickings must have been 
getting thin in the ravaged county, but still 
they “went about everywhere in bands and 
robbed and slew our unhappy people”, as one 
chronicler put it. In September, they were at 
the gates of Canterbury again and after a 20- 
day siege a treacherous archdeacon started a 
fire that allowed them to take the city. 

People were put to the sword, burned in the 
flames or flung from the walls. Infants were 


thrown onto the points of spears or crushed 
beneath chariot wheels, until nine inhabi¬ 
tants out of 10 were dead. At that time the 
Archbishop was Alphege, a man of peace who 
had a track record in negotiating agreements 
under which the English paid Danegeld and 
the Danes went away - for a while. Now the 
Vikings led him off in fetters. 

The Danes’ enjoyment of their triumph was 
diluted when hundreds were died from 
“excruciating disorders of the bowels”, but 
after the Archbishop had been held for seven 
months, their pain was alleviated by the pay¬ 
ment of more Danegeld. The invaders wanted 
more, though, and demanded a ransom for 
Alphege. Bravely, he insisted none should be 
paid. The Vikings were furious. Thorkell tried 
to save the archbishop, offering his soldiers 
everything he owned except for his ship, but 
to no avail. The raiders pelted the man of God 
with “bones and heads of cattle”, it was said. 
Then when he was seriously injured, one 
delivered the coup de grace with an axe. 

So Alphege became a martyr, the first 
Archbishop of Canterbury to die a violent 
death. Later he would be made a saint and 
today churches are named after him. 

Thorkell was so disgusted that he joined 
King Ethelred, while the Danes departed. In 
1013, they were back at Sandwich again - not 
as raiders, but conquerors. 

Thorkell changed sides once more, becom¬ 
ing the right-hand man of Cnut (who used to 
be known as Canute), and helped him seize 
the throne of England. Indeed, when Cnut 
was absent from his new kingdom, it seems 
Thorkell ruled as regent.

A good neighbour 

POLICE are urging residents to look out 
for their elderly neighbours this winter. 

Officers say neighbours can make a dif¬ 
ference by checking if milk, post and 
newspapers are being taken in regularly. 

Distraction burglaries and bogus offi¬ 
cials also increase in the winter months 
as crooks target the elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble. Acting Sergeant Marc Cananur said: 
“A few simple steps taken by neighbours 
can make a big difference.”

RESEARCH has revealed a third of us find 
food in the freezer we’d forgotten about or can’t 
identify, says Kent Waste Partnership.

AN NHS trust has been warned 
it could face legal action if it fails 
to stop race discrimination in the 
workplace, writes Marijke Cox. 

Kent and Medway NHS and Social Care 
Partnership Trust was issued with a compli¬ 
ance notice by the Equality and Human 
Rights Commission this week, stating it was 
in breach of the Race Relations Act. 

The commission said the trust was failing 
to address the Act’s ‘race equality duty 7 
which requires public bodies to stop racial 
discrimination at work. 

It also calls for the promotion of equal 
opportunities and good race relations. 

But the commission believes the Kent and 
Medway trust is failing to do so. 

The trust specialises in mental health pro¬ 
vision, covering learning disabilities, sub¬ 
stance misuse and other conditions. It now 
has three months to put a race equality 
scheme in place or face legal action. 

Susie Uppal, director of legal enforcement 
at the Equality and Human Rights 
Commission, confirmed the trust was under 
scrutiny. “It has been found to be in breach of 
the Race Relations Act,” she said. “They can 
avoid legal action by providing a satisfactory 
response to our letter and taking steps to 
meet their requirements under the Act. 

“NHS trusts have a legal obligation to 
take a lead on promoting racial equality and 
the commission will ensure they fulfil that 
obligation.” 

The commission said the trust has failed to 


put in place schemes that meet the race 
equality duty including: 

• An assessment of functions on policies rel¬ 
evant to race equality; 

• The arrangements for monitoring purpos¬ 
es for any adverse impact on the promotion 
of race equality; 

• Assessing and consulting on the likely 
impact of proposed policies on the promotion 
of race equality; 

• Training staff on how to adhere to the duty. 

The trust was also told it must take partic¬ 
ular steps to improve employment monitor¬ 
ing and address the lack of equality impact 
assessments on its policies. 

Bullied 

The commission’s compliance notice fol¬ 
lows a report published last year by the 
South East Coast Black Minority Ethnic 
Network (BME) which suggested black and 
ethnic minority health workers in Kent were 
facing discrimination in the workplace. 

It stated high numbers were being bullied, 
harassed or were involved in disciplinary 
procedures at health organisations across 
the county. More than 27 NHS bodies in the 
South East Coast Strategic Health 
Authority covering Kent, Surrey and Sussex 
were analysed and it found ethnic minorities 
were being disadvantaged. 

Ms Uppal said: “Race equality schemes 
have a crucial role to play in removing 
unfairness and disadvantage against minor¬ 
ity groups. They help ensure racial equality 
is a central part of the way public authorities 


provide their services. The commission has 
an obligation to investigate possible breach¬ 
es of race equality law by public authorities 
and take action where it is warranted.” 

In response to the compliance notice, an 
official from the Kent and Medway NHS and 
Social Care Partnership Trust said it was 
confident all the requirements would be met 
in the three-month period. 

“The trust has been in regular contact with 
the commission about its compliance with 
the Act since it was raised,” she said. 

“An action plan has been in place since 
February to ensure all our policies are equal¬ 
ity impact assessed.” 

She said the trust’s single equality scheme, 
which is due for approval on Wednesday, had 
been through a comprehensive consultation 
process. 

“The trust is completely confident it will 
meet the needs to reassure the commission 
of its compliance against the Race Relations 
Act by February, 2010, as stated in the com¬ 
pliances notice,” she added. 

Candy Morris, chief executive of NHS 
South East Coast, which represents the 
trust, also stressed health bosses were com¬ 
mitted to leading the region to full compli¬ 
ance with all equality duties. 

‘We will continue to work in partnership 
with the commission and with all organisa¬ 
tions across the region to ensure compliance 
is sustained and ongoing,” she said.

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Director Jackson wants to film a 3D remake of classic WWII movie

LORD of the Rings director Peter 
Jackson wants bouncing bombs 
to leap out at audiences in his 
hi-tech remake of the classic 
1954 World War Two film The 
Dam Busters. 

It has taken longer to plan than the original 
mission, which saw Lancaster bombers from 
617 Squadron breach the Mohne and Eder 
dams and damage the Sorpe dam in an 
attempt to cripple German industrial output. 

“I think a World War Two bombing raid in 
3D would be neat,” said Mr Jackson. 

The director is currently shooting experimen¬ 
tal three-dimensional aerial footage in New 
Zealand. Providing the trials go well, the plan 
is to remake The Dam Busters, as the first war 
film to be shot using the new technology. 

Authentic 

Christian Rivers, who was responsible for the 
animation in Jackson’s version of King Kong, is 
assisting him on the £24 million project. 

The director said he wants his film to be 
“as authentic as possible and as close to the 
spirit of the original as possible”. 

Current production work includes the use of 
10 replica Lancasters made from fibre glass 
and ordered from China. 

The director and his team made secret visits to 
key UK locations last year - including the coast 
at Reculver where the bouncing bombs that 
breached the dams were tested and witnessed in 
action by their inventor Barnes Wallis. 

The original film starred real-life war hero 
Richard Todd as bomber ace Wing Commander 
Guy Gibson, and was a major inspiration for 
Jackson who saw it as a child. 

He even had a poster advertising the film on 
his bedroom wall. 

Todd, who was suffering from cancer, died 
peacefully in his sleep last week aged 90.

Jackson said: “There’s that wonderful 
mentality of the British during the war, that 
heads-down, persevering, keep-on-plugging- 
away mentality, which is the true spirit of 
Dam Busters.” 

It took intervention from Tenterden-bom Sir 
David Frost - who owns the rights to Paul 
Brickhill’s 1951 book on the history of the raid 
- to get Mr Jackson involved, however. 

Stephen Fry has been involved in writing 
the screenplay after Mr Jackson bought him 
on board. 

“I yield to none in my admiration for him as 
a film-maker,” said Mr Fry. “I had no idea he 
would be interested in this story.” 

Operation Chastise was the official name for 


the attacks on the thick concrete German 
dams on the night of 16-17 May, 1943. 

The Mohne and Eder dams were breached in 
the attacks, causing a catastrophic flooding of 
the Ruhr valley where much German industry 
was based, while the Sorpe dam sustained 
only minor damage. 

The first formation arrived over Mohne lake, 
and Gibson’s aircraft - aircraft codename G for 
George - bombed first. 

Fit Lt John Hopgood - M for Mother - 
attacked second. His aircraft was hit by flak as 
it made its low-level run and then caught in 
the blast of its own bomb and crashed shortly 
after, when a wing disintegrated. 

Further casualties were sustained as Gibson

heroically flew his aircraft across the enemy 
gunners’ aim to draw their fire 

The Eder Valley was heavily fogged but 
not defended. The tricky topography of the 
surrounding hills made the approach diffi¬ 
cult. The final bomb of the formation, from 
Australian Fit Lt Les Knight’s Lancaster, 
breached the dam. 

The massive earthen Sorpe sustained only 
minor damage in the raid. 

Of the 133 aircrew who took part in the 
attacks, 53 died - a huge casualty rate by 
Bomber Command standards. 

A total of 34 decorations were awarded 
including a Victoria Cross for Gibson. 

Although hailed as great success at the 
time for setting back Hilter’s war machine, 
the raid has subsequently been questioned. 

Large numbers of civilians died and a pris¬ 
oner of war camp holding Russian troops 
was devastated. 

However, it is still among the most famous 
missions of the conflict and as well as the 
film and remake it has spawned books, video 
games, clips shown in Pink Floyd’s The Wall 
movie and even an advertisement for 
Carling Black Label beer which has a 
German soldier saving the bouncing bombs 
goalkeeper-style. 

Jackson has pledged to be as historically 
accurate as possible and has been helped 
by the recent release of previously classi¬ 
fied information. 

He said: “So much was still secret, especial¬ 
ly the testing at Reculver when Michael 
Anderson’s original version came out. 

“They weren’t even allowed to show the 
bomb itself and had to create a fictionalised 
one for the film.” 

Reculver couldn’t be used at the time 
because the area was still restricted and a 
site near Skegness in Lincolnshire was used 
for the bomb-testing scenes in the first film. 

Last year a statue was of inventor Wallis 
was unveiled on Heme Bay seafront as a 
permanent reminder of the part he and the 
area played in the Dam Busters story.

Kent’s ‘social 
enterprises’ 
are a secret 
success story 


Dame supports 
recycled cards 
to trees scheme 

MOVIE legend Dame Judi Dench has called 
on the county’s residents to recycle their 
Christmas cards. 

She is working with 
the Woodland Trust on 
the recycling scheme 
and donors can choose 
where in the county 
they would like trees 
funded by the scheme 
to be planted. 

The Oscar-winning 
actress is asking resi¬ 
dents to support the 
woodland conservation 
charity by recycling 
Christmas cards in spe¬ 
cial bins at WHSmith, TK Maxx and Marks & 
Spencer, throughout January. 

After recycling your cards, you can log on to 
www.woodlandtrust.org.uk/cards and choose 
which UK region you would like the Woodland 
Trust to plant trees in. 

Dame Judi said: ‘We all enjoy giving and 
receiving Christmas cards, well thanks to the 
Woodland Trust there is the chance for a sec¬ 
ond giving and receiving opportunity this year. 

“I would like to challenge people in Kent to 
give to the environment, recycle their cards 
and then receive trees for their environment 
by going to www.woodlandtrust.org/cards and 
choosing where the new trees generated by 
this year’s recycling should be planted.” 

Since the Woodland Trust started its 
Christmas Card Recycling Scheme 12 years 
ago, 659 million cards have been recycled 
across the UK. 

Some 13,080 tonnes of cards have been col¬ 
lected, allowing the Trust to plant 155,000 trees. 


KENT is leading the way in the UK 
when it conies to social enterprises, 
according to business experts. 

Recent draft figures have shown the rela¬ 
tively unknown industry is responsible for 
around 50,000 jobs in the county, with a 
turnover of £1.2 billion. 

But industry insiders admit people are still 
unsure exactly what a social enterprise is. 

Charles Bicker, chief executive of the Kent 
and Medway Social Enterprise Network, 
told KOS Media these companies are the way 
forward in the provision of public services. 

“Our current government and the leader of 
the opposition are agreeing that this is the 
future,” he said. 

“Social enterprises are like normal business¬ 
es where they compete to deliver services, but 
their main purpose is to give something back 
to the community. Profits made from a 
social enterprise are invested back into the 
business for a social benefit.” 

It means instead of been driven by targets 
or making profit for shareholders, they are 
focused on local communities. 

Entrepreneurs 

There are around 900 social enterprises in 
Kent, one of which is the Skillnet Group, a 
community interest group funded by Kent 
County Council that works with people with 
learning difficulties. 

It focuses on making links with the commu¬ 
nity so people with learning difficulties are not 
segregated and can become more independent. 

Chief executive and co-founder Jo Kidd 
said: ‘We are a not-for-profit organisation and 
became a social enterprise company in 2005. 

“I definitely think this form of working is the 
way forward. In terms of business it is better 
because it looks at the bigger picture regard¬ 
ing the community and the environment. 

“It means a lot more social responsibility 
and not being focused on making money, 
meaning it is more sustainable. 

“Social enterprise companies are all about 
being sustainable and being more involved

in terms of community development.” 

Mr Bicker said social enterprise provides a 
win-win situation for everybody, with three 
important factors involved. 

“Firstly, the company must show a willing¬ 
ness to engage with the community,” he said. 

“Secondly, the Government must show a 
willingness to engage with the social enter¬ 
prise company with a level of trust it doesn’t 
have with the private sector. Finally, the tal¬ 
ent of social entrepreneurs and innovative 
work for the public good is very important.” 

A new scheme called Innovation for Health 
has been set up between Kent County Council 
and the three NHS primary care trusts. 

It aims to look at how commissioning from 


local authorities can have a greater social 
impact when working with social enterprises, 
which could provide the health services. 

Any return gained would be invested back 
into the social enterprise company and used 
again to provide services for the public. 

Sustainable 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, cabinet member for 
adult social services, said: “Kent County 
Council is working with the NHS and PCT to 
focus on how health and social care invest¬ 
ment can be met and remain sustainable. 

“Nationally Kent is leading the way on the 
social enterprise front. Not only is it getting 
more people into work, but it is really meet¬ 
ing a public need.”

A NEW centre has been set 
up dedicated to helping 
women from all walks of 
life fulfil their dreams and 
become the next hotshot 
entrepreneur. 

Managers behind the scheme are 
also hoping to get hard-to-reach 
women, such as housewives or those 
reliant on state benefits, back into 
the workplace to help boost the 
county’s economy. 

According to research carried out 
by the Annual Small Business 
Survey, women starting up in busi¬ 
ness will tend to provide a more 
immediate economic contribution. 

The new Business Link Women’s 
Enterprise Centre, based in 
Chatham, has already helped a 
number of females from across the 
county start up their own companies 
by teaching them vital skills. 

And with only 15 per cent of the 
4.7 million UK enterprises being led 
by women, Janice Sandwell, enter¬ 
prise manager, said it is important 
they get this help. 

“If you’ve been out of work for a 


while or don’t have the necessary 
skills it can be very daunting to try 
and get heard,” she said. 

“A lot of the business terminology 
that’s used can be off-putting, espe¬ 
cially for women who haven’t been 
in work for a while. 

“We help break it all down and 
show them it’s not as difficult as it 
looks. 

'We can link them up with the 
right people, talk them through 
business plans and help them follow 
their dreams.” 

The centre caters for all women, 
including those with a disability or 
even women for whom English is 
their second language. 

Rescue 

Trisha Alleyne, from Gillingham, 
said the new programme came to 
her rescue and she is now the owner 
of a modelling and entertainment 
agency. 

The mother-of-four had been in 
the fashion and music industry for 
22 years, but had to take a break 
after suffering a relapse with a rare 
form of multiple sclerosis. 

It affected the right side of her 
body and she was paralysed for 18 
months in 2004. 

But the 42-year-old has now got 
her life back on track. 


“Through the centre I’ve now set 
up my agency, which also has a 
training academy,” she said. 

“This isn’t just a modelling agency. 
We teach courses in make-up, exer¬ 
cise, modelling and lots more, plus it 
focuses on ensuring young people 
have the skills needed if they want 
to go to college, such as literacy and 
numeracy skills. 

“I couldn’t have done all this with¬ 
out the help of the women’s centre. I 
had a one-to-one mentor who helped 
make my idea real. 

With my MS I still have difficult 
days but my advisor has been a 
great help. 

“This has been a massive chal¬ 
lenge for me and I would encourage 
anyone, even if they have a disabili¬ 
ty, to just go for it and follow their 
dreams. 

“It’s wonderful that there is some¬ 
thing in Kent dedicated to women.” 

Research by the Commission for 
Equality and Human Rights said at 
the current rate of progress it will be 
another 60 years before women in 
the UK achieve equality on company 
boards.

Chilling out at Copenhagen? 


Time is short, but we must 

not fail future generations bv 

fudging response to climate 
crisis, savs Steve Dawe 


POLITICAL leaders, scientists, 
activists and lobbyists have con¬ 
verged on Denmark for the most 
important conference since 
Churchill, Roosevelt and Stalin 
divided Europe at Yalta in 1945. 

At stake is nothing less than 
the future of the Earth. If we 
don’t radically cut greenhouse 
gas emissions in the next six 
years or so, global warming will 
change coastlines and crop pat¬ 
terns, alter rainfall, devastate 
species, allow the spread of dis¬ 
eases such as malaria and make 
parts of the world uninhabitable. 

What has brought us to this sit¬ 
uation? Rising temperatures and 
carbon dioxide levels since 1970. 

For the previous 650,000 years, 
weather cycles followed regular 
patterns. But since 1970, our 
emissions - from transport, 
buildings, domesticated animals, 
and fossil fuel energy sources etc 
- have grown dramatically. 

To be safe from drastic changes 
in our climate, we need the level 
of carbon dioxide in the atmos¬ 
phere to be no more than about 
350 parts per million. 

Unfortunately, we are already 
above 387. This leaves us with 
the challenging task of - for 
example - reducing UK green¬ 
house gas emissions by 90 per 
cent by 2050. 

Can this be done? Yes - and the 
changes of technology involved 
will create a new industrial revo¬ 
lution and new employment. 

First, let’s look at how Kent will 
be by 2050 if we follow the sce¬ 


nario offered by those who deny 
human-induced climate change. 

Sea levels will rise, causing 
serious erosion of coastlines and 
estuaries and moving saltwater 
further inland. Low-lying areas 
such as those between Herne 
Bay and Birchington, Medway 
and Romney Marsh will become 
vulnerable to storm surges and, 
eventually, permanent loss to the 
sea. Wetter winters, caused by 
rising temperatures keeping 
moisture in the atmosphere, will 
become more common - like the 
November we’ve just had. 

Seasonal flooding is likely and 
spending on flood defences will 
increase. Summers will gradual¬ 
ly become more like that of 2003: 
long, hot and very dry. Summer 
temperatures will break previous 
records, going above 40C regular¬ 
ly. When temperatures rise above 
body temperature, some people 
will be seriously affected and 
may die in the heat - as 35,000 
did across Europe in 2003. 

Fruiting species that need frost 
in winter as part of the growth 


cycle will eventually have to be 
replaced. Kent’s wine growing 
areas may increase, temporarily. 

Wetter winters and hotter 
summers will make agriculture 
more challenging and reinforce 
the tendency of more people to 
grow their own food and collect 
rainwater. 

Food and water prices will rise. 
We may come to judge people as 
rich not because of their income, 
but in terms of how much food 
they grow and how much water 
they store. 

If warming continues up to 6C 
above current levels, the 
extremes of weather will become 
even worse. If, however, we act in 
line with the Green Party’s 
approach to climate change and 
demonstrate our commitment to 
future generations, including our 
own children, then we need to 
takes steps quickly. 

We must radically reduce use 
of fossil fuels by cutting back fly¬ 
ing, reducing car journeys and 
the consumption of things pro¬ 
duced far from where we live. 
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Walking, cycling and using public 
transport must increase. We 
should insulate our homes and 
other buildings thoroughly. We 
should install solar water heat¬ 
ing and solar panels for electrici¬ 
ty. Growing more of our own food 
will reduce the use of oil in trans¬ 
port. Trunk road building in 
Kent and Medway must cease. 
Instead, these resources should 
be allocated to improving walk¬ 
ing and cycling routes and 
expanding public transport. 

Fleet vehicles should be 
replaced by electric vehicles, with 
users ensuring they switch to 
suppliers whose electricity is 
from renewable sources. 

We should support a massive 
expansion of wind farms in the 
North Sea. Combined with solar 
panels on all buildings, we could 
easily meet future energy needs 
without fossil fuels or nuclear 
energy. And in doing so we will 
protect the interests of our chil¬ 
dren and future generations.

As a resident and British Heart Foundation 
(BHF) campaigner, I was stunned to read 
about the appalling lack of cardiac rehabilita¬ 
tion provision in the region. 

According to a new report by the BHF, only 
34 per cent of heart attack sufferers received 
cardiac rehabilitation across England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland. 

Heart patients who do not take part in car¬ 
diac rehabilitation are at significantly higher 
risk of dying in the years after their diagno¬ 
sis. Ten years ago the Government promised 
to tackle this problem together with local 
health authorities, but there still isn’t a sin¬ 
gle programme in the country that meets 
minimum staffing requirements. 

Cardiac rehab costs just £600 and can buy 
a heart patient extra years with their friends 
and families. I urge readers to visit 
bhf.org.uk/cardiacrehab and help ensure 
heart patients get the support they need.

EU must end suffering 

The revision of the European animal experi¬ 
ments directive is reaching a critical point, 
with the EU Council meeting on Monday to 
discuss the proposals. 

Animal experimentation is an issue which 
attracts a great deal of public concern. A 
recent survey in the UK, France, Germany, 
Sweden, Italy and the Czech Republic found 
very large majorities wishing to see bans on 
the use of primates, cats and dogs, as well as 
on research causing severe suffering or which 
is not for life-threatening human illnesses. 

The public also wants to see extensive 
information about animal experiments, with 
only personal and confidential information 
withheld. 

Unfortunately, politicians seem intent on 
ignoring the public. The latest proposals 
would allow the use of primates, cats and 
dogs - as well as other animals - for just 
about any purpose; allow suffering which is 
both severe and long-lasting, even for pri¬ 
mates; allow individual animals to be repeat¬ 
edly reused, including where they have 
already experienced severe suffering; severely 
limit the circumstances in which available 
non-animal alternatives have to be used; 
absolve governments of the responsibility of 
scrutinising proposals for safety-testing, no 
matter how trivial the product; allow need¬ 
less duplication; and only require limited 
openness and after-the-event review of proj¬ 
ects (to enable lessons to be learned for the 
future). 

The EU is capable of much better. The cur¬ 
rent process is highly secretive and most 
MEPs have no idea what is being done in 
their names. 

There is still time for the EU to bring 


itself back in line with public opinion and 
vote for modern, humane science and we 
urge it to do so.

Its opening aroused much hos¬ 
tility from residents, but apart from publicity 
about this, we have seen nothing advertising 
C02 in either the local or gay press. 

We presumed a major effort would be made 
to attract customers for Christmas and the 
New Year, yet, there were minimal Christmas 
decorations in the bar and no posters 
advertising activities and entertainments 
over the festive season. 

Tragically, it seems an important opportu¬ 
nity for the lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community to grow has been 
wasted. Because of fear and lack of self¬ 
esteem, there are many closeted lesbians and 
gay men in Canterbury and the council 
makes little effort to set them free. The coun¬ 
cil has ignored our requests to send a clear 
message that they believe it is all right for 
the LGBT community to be out and proud in 
the city and that it welcomes lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender people.

Go off-road with

T HE business was founded in 1994 as the 
Canterbury Off Road Driving Centre, 
providing off-road driving demonstra¬ 
tions and tuition to owners and potential 
owners of 4x4 vehicles. 

Back in the early 1990s the idea of olf-road 
driver training was just beginning to gain 
momentum, with only perhaps one or two 
businesses providing such services in the UK. 

The hobby began to take more and more of 
Mr Leppard’s time, interspersed with peri¬ 
ods working for a major 4x4 manufacturer 
demonstrating its products, to the extent 
that it became a business in its own right. 

The company was incorporated in 2002 as 
True Grip Driver Training Limited, and re¬ 
branded True Grip Off Road in 2006 as part 
of a restructuring and capital investment 
programme, giving the business a platform 
for further sustained growth. They offer pro¬ 
fessional off-road driver training for those 
required to use an all-wheel-drive vehicle off 
road as part of their occupation or profession. 

Certificated courses are available which 
meet your obligations for training under 
health and safety legislation 
They also offer off-road experience courses 
for both those who own a 4x4 vehicle and 
those who would just like to try off-road driv¬ 
ing and learn new and different driving skills. 

Vehicle recovery, winching and trailer han¬ 
dling courses are available. Bespoke courses 
can be provided to meet your requirements. 

They also offer quad biking experiences 
and quad bike training at a site near Dover. 


There is also off-road karting, which is suit¬ 
able for adults and children and makes a great 
children’s party activity when combined with 
rifle shooting, a 4x4 thrill ride and a party tea. 

The 4x4 off-road driving experience cours¬ 
es are 1:1, that’s you, the instructor and the 
vehicle. You’re not charged any extra if you 
want to bring a friend and have them ride as 
a passenger or share the driving with you.

For the off-road karting activities 
they operate pre-booked arrive-and-drive 
sessions on Sundays between 10am-lpm 
and private karting sessions and parties 
seven days per week by prior arrangement. 

The two-hour introductory off-road driv¬ 
ing experience course is always a good sell¬ 
er, priced at just £99 it is a great introduc¬ 
tion to off-road driving whether you own a 
4x4, are thinking of buying a 4x4 or want to 
find out just what off-road driving is all 


about. It’s a 1:1 course which can be shared 
with a friend for no extra charge. 

True Grip Off Road has won a major con¬ 
tract from a Government organisation for 
off-road driver training of both military and 
civilian personnel. The initial contract was 
awarded in 2002, and was successfully re¬ 
bid and won again in 2008.

Auditions were held in Minster in Sheppey 
for volunteer actors to take on characters in 
the production. 

Mr Duke, who co-founded SAFE, said it is 
an exciting opportunity for young people to 
show what they can achieve. 

SAFE is a social enterprise set up with the 
help of Business Link South East and has a 
number of projects in development.

• Provide the evidence base to inform the preparation of Local Development 
Documents, by Local Planning Authorities, concerning those service delivery 
matters which are the statutory responsibility of the Kent County Council. 

• Inform interested parties of those projects which the County Council proposes 
to implement within the next 3 to 5 years in accordance with its Medium Term 
Financial Plan and of the likely requirement for financial contributions from 
central government and the private sector to support such provision. 

The guidance sets out the national context for the provision of community 
services: primary and secondary education; youth services; adult education; 
libraries and archives; and adult social services and then explains how this 
framework will be applied in the delivery and management of particular projects 
and services in the districts/ boroughs in the County Council’s administrative area, 
(which excludes Medway unitary area), to ensure the development of sustainable 
communities pursuant to Planning Policy Statement no.i. The document will 
be updated periodically to reflect new and emerging requirements based on 
proposals in Local Development Documents as they are adopted by district 
planning authorities. 

The guidance has been prepared pursuant to the advice in paragraph 6.3 
of Planning Policy Statement 12 which permits County Councils and other 
administrative bodies, to produce information in support of and to inform the 
preparation of LDD’s by Local Planning Authorities. The PPS advises that such 
guidance should be subject to the same provisions of publicity and adoption as 
required by Regulations 17 and 18 of the Town and Country Local Development 
(England)Regulations 2004 (as amended) following which it may be regarded as 
a material consideration in the determination of planning applications and 
planning appeals. 

The statutory consultation period will commence on 9th December 2009 and will 
end on 20th January 2010.

IT IS astonishing how competi¬ 
tive the green motor market is 
becoming. 

Aware that VW now has an 
ultra-frugal and road tax exempt 
Golf BlueMotion on sale, Ford has 
revised its Focus ECOnetic miser. 

However, you must spend 
£500 on the optional auto start- 
stop system to enable the Ford 
to virtually match the VW with 
an official combined fuel figure 
of 74.2mpg and a zero road tax 
99g/km of C02 emissions figure. 

This takes the Ford to £19,995 
compared with the £2,000 
cheaper VW, which doesn’t need 
start-stop either to escape road 
tax, but discounts on the latter 


are unlikely to be as tempting as 
those on the Focus. 

And the Ford has other eco 
tricks, apart from the start-stop 
system that shuts down and 
then automatically re-fires the 
109bhp 1.6-litre diesel engine 
when halted by traffic lights or 
heavy traffic. 

Firstly, it’s the first Ford to 
feature ‘Eco Mode’ as standard, 
to educate the driver towards 
better fuel economy. 

Secondly, it can recover energy 
from braMng to recharge the 
battery - as on some hybrids 
and most BMWs - saving engine 
power and fuel driving the alter¬ 
nator. 




Peugeot’s smart MPV move 


EATING humble pie or a shrewd move? 

View it how you like, but Peugeot has shifted 
position dramatically on the issue of MPVs. 

Until this year, the French marque left group 
competition in the MPV sector largely to partner 
brand Citroen’s successful Picasso line-up. 

Peugeot concentrated instead largely on 
enhanced SW estate versions of its cars, but not all 
customers ‘get’ the point of the conventional yet 
roomy SWs even though some feature seven seats. 

I understand that dealers have made their point 
to Peugeot management too, forcing a change of 
heart resulting in the clever 3008 SUV/MPV 
crossover earlier this year and this smart 5008 
MPV arriving in January. 

Priced from £16,895 with seven seats and high 
quality cabin, this should please dealers and their 
customers alike. 


Rebirth for blue and 
white Gordini legend? 


RENAULT has sprinkled sporting 
stardust on everyday models lately 
by applying ‘Williams’ and 
‘Renaultsport’ labels yet ignored the 
legendaiy Gordini tag of the 50s-70s.

the Renault 8. No doubt inspired 
by Fiat’s dramatic revival of its own 
Abarth ‘tuning house’ though, 
Renault is reviving Gordini and the 
famous blue and twin white stripe 
fiveiy for new Twingo and Clio sports 
models next year - the Twingo 
(pictured) arrives in March, 2010.

Alfa centenary charge 



UNLIKE the sporting image 
of the brand, there has been 
hesitancy about when we 
would see a long-awaited 
replacement for the ageing 
Alfa Romeo 147. 

But the Italian brand now says it 
will be at least late spring 2010 - the 
marque’s centenary year - before 
the Alfa Romeo Giulietta arrives in 
showrooms. 

Fans have already waited a long 


time for the return of an evocative 
name, first applied to a pretty coupe 
(1954-65) still regarded as one of the 
great Alfas. 

Unfortunately, the name was then 
dragged down by appearing on a 
saloon produced from 1977-85, 
though few appeared here due to a 
poor record on rot and reliability. 

The resurgent brand will hope the 
third Giulietta - a five-door Ford 
Focus class hatchback this time - 
restores lustre to the classic name 
though. 

It certainly has the distinctive 
style of ‘new-age’ Alfa that has 
already created the smart MiTo 
supermini, classy 159 saloon and 
sporting estate and the awesome 8C 
Competizione supercar. 


Typically responsive handling is 
promised and it will also carry 
the Alfa DNA system seen on 
the MiTo, which allows the river to 
select a chassis, steering and power 
set-up according to mood and road 
conditions. 

Four turbocharged engines will be 
available at launch, all fitted with a 
standard start and stop system for 
reduced consumption and emissions: 
two 1.4-litre petrol engines of 120 and 
170bhp and two diesels, one of 
105bhp and 1.6-litre plus a 170bhp 
2.0-litre. 

A 235bhp performance flagship is 
promised for later and all versions 
will come with a Q2 electronic differ¬ 
ential to ensure well-behaved power 
application through the front wheels. 



New ‘E’ upholds 
Mercedes-Benz 
safety tradition 


HAVING raised the bar on 
executive car safety so often in 
the past, crash test top marks 
for the latest Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class was something of a ‘must 
win’ for the German marque. 

But the new ‘E’ has not fallen 
short; it achieved the highest 
maximum rating yet seen of 
five stars in the Euro NCAP 
safety test, which is also now 
more stringent than ever. 

Launched in June, the new 
E-Class passed more than 150 
in-house high-speed crash tests 
and more than 5,000 realistic 
crash simulations. 

These not only included 
impact configurations pre¬ 


scribed for various tests 
around the world, but also 
those derived from M-B’s own 
accident research data. 

The marque started its 
famous crumple zone research 
in 1939, though the interven¬ 
tion of World War Two delayed 
its appearance in a production 
car until 1959, before going on 
to appear in all modem cars. 

Mercedes also invented the 
airbag and safety features on 
the new E-Class include 
Attention Assist, the drowsi¬ 
ness detection system fitted as 
standard to ensure the driver 
is alert and awake behind the 
wheel.

SkodaYeti 


HAVING steered a modest course 
since revival with VW at the tiller, 
Skoda has headed off into the 
rough stuff with the new Yeti. 

Of course, it’s smart marketing to name a 
rugged looking SUV (Sports Utility Vehicle) 
after the fabled abominable snowman of the 
Himalayas, but the label also underlines how 
Skoda has yomped out of its comfort zone. 

It was probably not meant to be like that; 
when the Yeti concept was unveiled in 2005, 
the SUV sector was hot property and Skoda 
could see lucrative possibilities. 

But fast forward to the recent Yeti launch in 
the face of recession and environmental wor¬ 
ries that have bogged down SUV sales and you 
wonder if the Czech marque has made the 
first false step of its modem era. 

And the existing model line-up fitted a 
conservative consumer that has made Skoda 


one of the best brands for customer satisfac¬ 
tion, but are they Yeti buyers? 

Those needing a wheeled holdall were 
already well catered for by the clever 
Roomster mini-MPV. It’s cheaper, roughly the 
same length as its new sister and you can even 
buy a rugged Scout version, though it comes 
with front-wheel drive only. 

But then Skoda expects most Yeti sales 
(from £13,775) to be the same format rather 
than the full 4x4 versions also available, start¬ 
ing at £17,220. 

It sounds like the Yeti could be as rarely seen 
as its namesake though and Skoda itself pre¬ 
dicts a modest 3,000 sales for 2010. 

On the other hand, it reckons there are 
many Yeti conquest customers out there, rang¬ 
ing from family hatchback and small MPV 
buyers looking for something different, 
through to smooth, but pricey 'soft-roaders’ 
like the Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V and 
chunkier SUVs like the Suzuki Grand Vitara. 


But the real target is the new 'crossover’ 
SUV/MPV sector identified by Nissan with the 
Qashqai, attracting new customers and trans¬ 
forming that marque’s image at a stroke. 

If Skoda can 'do a Nissan’ then it can bin 
that modest 2010 forecast. 

The five-door Yeti is more upright in design 
than the Qashqai, but looks classy and robust 
and the mainstay engine options are VW 2.0- 
litre diesels of 110, 140 and 170bhp output, 
with the 110 expected to be the biggest seller 
and the latter pair confined to the 4x4 format. 

The entry option is a turbocharged 105bhp 
1.2-litre petrol model that makes up for small 
capacity with consequent lower weight and 
lots of urge and modest consumption. 

The one to avoid is the 160bhp 1.8-litre 
petrol engine fitted to the 4x4 tested here; it’s 
a great drive with plenty of go and refinement, 
but thirsty in comparison to the diesels. 

It is hard to fault with the Yeti otherwise. As 
you would demand from a car that might need

to go off-road, the cabin utters not a creak of 
poor construction or quality. 

The interior is nicely understated and typi¬ 
cally well-organised and equipped for the 
money with clever storage such as the collapsi¬ 
ble boot bin. The cloth upholstery is a bit drab 
- leather seating is available and would be the 
icing on the cake - but ride and comfort is 
high. Even the rear seats rake for extra loung¬ 
ing appeal or accommodation of a child seat. 

They are also split into three and can be 
tumbled and arranged to the heart’s content or 
even removed individually for varied and ulti¬ 
mate load capacity. 

The Yeti delivers excellent on-road compo¬ 
sure too; from the high ‘command’ driving posi¬ 
tion you get a great view without the cornering 
lean suffered by many lofty vehicles. So, the 
Qashqai faces its toughest competition yet and 
in a style that offers a genuine alternative.

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Getting back to the land 
aim of Super Showcase

IN AN era of recession and the rise 
of the ‘staycation’ - holidaying at 
home - rural businesses are being 
urged to back and benefit from a 
pioneering tourism campaign. 

Countryside 2010 aims to encourage more 
local people and visitors to enjoy the rural 
pleasures of Kent and the South East. 

It has been launched with plans to stage a 
two-week Super Showcase taster of events, 
activities and attractions, from May 29 to June

“Countryside 2010 offers rural businesses, 
groups and communities in Kent a unique and 
free opportunity to attract new interest, new 
business, new visitors, new members or new 



volunteers,” she said. “Our countryside offers a 
huge variety of things to enjoy, but people can’t 
join in unless they know what’s out there. 
Countryside 2010 provides joined-up thinking 
for businesses and organisers to get together 
and show us who they are and what they do.” 

The National Trust, RSPB, Cycle Touring 
Club, British Horse Society, Ramblers’ 
Association and wildlife trusts are also pitch¬ 
ing in. The programme is expected to include 



guided walks and rides, tours and tastings, 
open days and activity sessions and every¬ 
thing from birdwatching to boat rides and 
paragliding to pub walks. But organisers are 
stressing rural businesses and organisations 
must be proactive, before the Super Showcase 
can start to be promoted.

HIGH-speed trains have been on passenger 
trials in Kent since June, but the official 
launch this weekend is a major plus for the 
county’s business credentials. 

The new £5.8 billion HS1 network puts Kent 
companies and commuters within an hour of 
London, even if based as far away as 
Canterbury and Folkestone, while the county’s 
boom town of Ashford is just 37 minutes away. 

It could not be better timed as the county 
seeks to gain from signs it is weathering the 
recession. 

The 140mph trains are expected to boost job 
creation, company relocation, property prices 
and the county economy in general thanks to 
better links with London, the rest of the UK

and the Continent. Mandy Beame of Locate in 
Kent said the county may have been seen as 
peripheral to London before: “Now we can say 
it most definitely is not.” 

Christian Miles, a partner at estate agent 
Miles and Barr, expected a boost to property 


prices, particularly in places where they have 
lagged, such as Thanet and Folkestone. 

“Areas close to stations have held value bet¬ 
ter because of the awareness of the rail link, 
and that’s only going to increase as time goes 
by,” he said. 

The London terminus is St Pancras, with 
Ebbsfleet acting as the Kent hub before the 
network describes a loop serving the north of 
the county including Medway in one direction 
and Ashford and Canterbury in the other. A 
spur from Ashford - the depot for the system - 
also serves Folkestone and Dover. 

The most glaring omission from the network 
is Maidstone, but KCC has revealed plans to 
build a new HS1 station there.

BUSINESSES in Kent waited in vain this 
week for dramatic help from the 
Government’s Pre-Budget Report as they 
battle to outlast the recession, writes busi¬ 
ness editor ANDY ROGERS. 

General reaction has been ‘it could have 
been worse, but we really wanted more 
help’, although Chancellor Alistair Darling 
at least reinforced hopes that he expected 
the economy to be back in growth for the 
last quarter 2009 and grow by up to 1.5 per 
cent in 2010. 

There was distraction by PR fluff such as 
the one-off tax of 50 per cent on bankers’ 
bonuses. Those lower down the salary 
scale may be pleased to see retribution 
against City fat cats, but it won’t do much 
to accelerate recovery. 

Mr Darling also shied away from public 
spending cuts ahead of next year’s elec¬ 
tion, even though the entire country seems 
to recognise that something must be done 
- one commentator at accountancy giant 
KPMG described the Chancellor’s PBR 
weapon of choice as “a butter knife rather 
than an axe”. 

Confidence 

But there was some devil in the detail 
for Kent’s business community, with Mr 
Darling sticking to a scripted return to 
17.5 per cent VAT from the 15 per cent 
emergency rate - a New Year cold show¬ 
er for consumer spending and commer¬ 
cial sourcing just as companies regain 
confidence. 

On the other hand, the Chancellor 
pledged to continue allowing firms to apply 
to defer tax payments in cases of proven 
difficulty and he also mothballed proposals 
to increase small companies tax - it 
remains at 21 per cent until April, 2011. 

Some companies may also benefit from 
extra staff without financial risk after PBR 
measures to find work for long-term unem¬ 
ployed and the introduction of funded 
‘internships’ for undergraduates. 

And the plumbing and heating sector will 
be pleased by Government plans to inject 
a further £200m nationally into the Warm 
Front scheme to improve home heating 
efficiency. 

It has introduced a version of its car 
Scrappage scheme (homeowners can 
apply for help to replace inefficient boilers) 
and tax rebates for installation of wind 
turbines and solar panels.

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Scents and historic sensibility

KNOWN as the Indiana Jones of 
the perfume world’, David Pybus is 
on a mission to bring fragrances of 
the past back to life. 

David, 62, who won £80,000 backing from 
investors Peter Jones and Theo Paphitis when 
he appeared on TV’s Dragons’ Den, was inspired 
to capture and recreate historic essences while 
on his travels across the globe. 

The alluring scent of the Egyptian queen 
Cleopatra, the aroma of the lost city of Pompeii 
and the mysticism of the Mayans are just some 
of the delights offered by his company Scents of 
Time. The modern-day alchemist and aromancer 
is based at Sandgate, near Folkestone, and has 
worked in the perfume industry for 
more than 30 years. 

He said his collection was inspired 
by his combined love of “fragrance, 
travel, science, archaeology and 
history”. 

He said: “Basically, it has to have a 
story and a history, and preferably be 
linked to a globally known figure or 
event, such as Tutankhamen or the 
Titanic and the like. 

“Then we put together what we’ve 
found using either formula or sam¬ 
ples or scientific reconstruction, to 
make it into a fragrance which will 
work well in the modem age.” 

The scent of the blue lotus flower 
was used for the Cleopatra-inspired 
Nenufar fragrance as it was consid-

ered sacred by the pharaohs. Floral, 
herbal and spice spores in a pre¬ 
served perfumer’s garden in Pompeii 
make up Pixis, while a rare incense 
formula found in the Nile helped 
recreate the Tutankhamen-associat¬ 
ed Ankh. 

Mr Pybus, who studied chemistry 
at Nottingham University and has 
written books on the subject, said of 
his appearance before the Dragons 
three years ago: “It was a very long 
day, an emotional experience. 

“Dragons’ Den is very much like 
Christians thrown to the lions. I 
guess it makes good television. The 
fact I am a professional presenter 
helped - at least I wasn’t speechless. 



“I was very pleased to get a deal 
with Peter Jones and Theo Paphitis, 
whom I thought could really help me 
move the business.” 

He was on the same show as Levi 
Roots, whose family recipe Reggae 
Reggae sauce has made it on to 
supermarket shelves nationwide. 

“Levi played his Reggae Reggae 
calypso to me first - while practising 
- and we got on really well together. 

“He has gone on to have a £12 mil¬ 
lion business, but I think I’ve got the 
hottest bottle around.” 

The latest in the range to be 
launched is the Titanic-inspired 
Night Star, composed of the periodic 
elements hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen 
and carbon. Mr Pybus was inspired 
to set up Scents of Time when he 
heard a bag of perfumes was sal¬ 
vaged from the Titanic’s wreck and 
many were intact. 

However, out of respect for what 
happened on that fateful night in 
1912 it was decided instead to use 
universal materials and focus on the 
future, looking to the next century. 

He said: “The timeline goes from 
1500BC to 2150AD, so we have 
4,000 years of fragrances and more 
to come, hopefully one every year. 

“Next year I’m doing the anointing 
oil of the kings and queens of Europe 
and, after that an Olympic fragrance 
ready for the Games in 2012. So, as 
they say, you ain’t smelt nothing yet.”

Record results 
posted by GSE 

RECORD results have been posted by 
the Ashford-based GSE construction 
group, with profits rising 26 per cent to 
£2.4 million. 

The group, which employs 260 people 
across Kent, saw turnover grow by 6.4 per 
cent to £3 7m for the year ending 
December, 2008. 

Turnover is now four times that of 
GSE’s launch year in 2000 and it now has 
divisions specialising in design and build, 
civil engineering, land remediation/recla¬ 
mation, haulage and plant hire - the lat¬ 
ter now has a modern fleet worth £8m.

QUITTING a job in the City at the 
height of a recession might seem 
like madness, but Christina 
Breaden saw a window of business 
opportunity writes Andy Rogers. 

She reckoned that this was the economic cli¬ 
mate when school leavers, students and recent 
graduates needed most help with job applica¬ 
tions. Having twice successfully negotiated 
the graduate ‘milk round’ herself and been 
involved with graduate recruitment at her 
last employer, her mind was made up after 
younger sister Ann-Louise’s asked for advice 
on her own applications. 

Her sister’s friends then also started clam¬ 
ouring for help, so Horsmonden-based 
Christina realised she was onto something 
and the chance to fulfil a dream to run her 
own business. 

She set up Idiom Edge in October, to target a 
gap in the market helping those with limited or 
no previous work experience to perform well at 
interviews and assessment centres, and create 
a strong CV based on academic and extra-cur¬ 
ricular achievements. 

The soundness of the idea has already been 
recognised by a major young entrepreneur 
scheme: she was second in the recent Shell 
Livewire Competition, also landing a £500 cash 
prize, which she is ploughing back into 


IdiomEdge, which uses the strapline ‘Get the 
Edge. Get the Offer’. 

“The prize money will enable upgrades to be 
made to the website,” said Christina. 

“I want to update the site with case studies of 
successes, client testimonials and more interac¬ 
tive and informative features. 

“These are changes I believe will encourage 
more graduates to use the services we offer. 

“Graduates are finding it really tough out 
there. Not only are there more graduates and 
fewer jobs than in recent years, but the 
increased pressure on careers services as a 
result of the higher demand they are facing 
means that graduates are receiving less time 
than they need, particularly focused, individual 
time. 

“As such they really don’t know how to put 
together all aspects of a strong application. 

“This is shown in the quality of applications 
recruiters are receiving. One recently reported 
that only seven per cent of applications they 
received included covering letters that were 
well written and tailored to the specific role. 

“Many individuals undersell themselves as 
they don’t realise the value of the experiences 
they do have. If you played in a sports team or 
worked on stage design for a school play then 
you have demonstrated certain skills that 
employers are looking for - you just need to 
learn the best way of demonstrating these 
through your CV and at an interview.”

Christina hopes Idiom Edge can plug this gap 
and provide the additional help required to 
ensure graduates are putting their best foot for¬ 
ward during the application process. 

“I have helped students and graduates with 
CVs, interviews, application forms and cover 
letters.

Engineer heading team on 
compact Save-Fuel system 


TECHNOLOGY aimed at cutting motoring 
fuel costs and emissions has been boosted by 
a new appointment at Canterbury-based Oil 
Drum. 

The firm produces the Save-Fuel system, a 
compact unit attached to a truck or bus and 
driven by the vehicle’s own power source. 
The retro-fit device reduces fuel consump¬ 
tion by producing and adding hydrogen 
before combustion to enhance efficiency. 

This can cut fuel consumption by more 
than 10 per cent and reduce C02 and hydro¬ 
carbon emissions to zero - a powerful tool in 
the battle against greenhouse gases and 
global warming. 

The company now wants to miniaturise 
the system for cars and has appointed Gert 
De Kock, 29, to head the research team. 

“The current version of the Save-Fuel sys¬ 
tem runs on a 24-volt system and when you 
come to fit it to HGVs, coaches or buses you 
have plenty of room to work with,” he said. 

“To be fitted to light vans and cars the sys¬ 
tem will have to work on 12 volts and we will 
have much less room. 

“We will need to redesign the unit so it 
can fit in smaller spaces and scaling down 
the components is going to be the biggest 
challenge.” 

A graduate in engineering, Gert studied at 
the University of Greenwich and at 
Canterbury College where he also won the 


prestigious High Sheriff’s Award for his final 
year project on hydrogen technology. 

Oil Drum aims to have a Save-Fuel proto¬ 
type for cars available next year. MD Darryl 
Watts said: “The work Gert is leading is a 
crucial next step in the development of Save- 
Fuel and the business itself. 

“The system has proved a great success on 
large commercial vehicles and we are deter¬ 
mined to replicate that for the light commer¬ 
cial and car market.”

100 YEARS AGO: IT’S a 750-mile 
round trip to Tunbridge Wells 
from Workington and if you 
tried to do the journey today it 
would take you a minimum of six-and-a- 
half hours by road or rail. 

The draw for the fifth qualifying round of 
the FA Cup couldn’t have been much 
harsher on the team from the Lancashire 
Combination, handing them an away tie 
to Tunbridge Wells Rangers, but if the 
journey affected them at all it wasn’t 
reflected in the scoreline, a crushing 6-0 
win for the visitors. 

Their reward was a home tie with 
Manchester City in the first round proper. 

The result meant New Brompton were 
the last remaining Kent side in the compe¬ 
tition, having returned from Yorkshire with 
a 1 -0 win at Rotherham Town. 

Kent’s only Football League side, 
Woolwich Arsenal, beat Tottenham 1 -0 in 
Plumstead in a fixture that was already 
evolving into one of the game’s fiercest 
rivalries. 


50 YEARS AGO: KENT were dealt 
a blow with the news that 
exciting young batting 
prospect Bob Minns would 
miss the entire 1960 season. 

The 19-year-old had caught the eye with 
a series of impressive innings for Kings 
School Canterbury, but he decided to 
spend the following summer in Australia 
and his first-class career ended just 20 
games and four years later, with seven 
50s to his name and an average of 27. 

Kent’s Australian all-rounder John 
Pettiford, 40, was contemplating his 
future in the game after the county 
announced it would not be “re-engaging” 
him for the 1960 campaign. Pettiford, 
known as Jack, was also a Flying Officer 
with the Australian Air Force. He died just 
four years later. 

25 YEARS AGO: HARRY 
Redknapp confessed he 
thought his AFC 
Bournemouth side had been 
flattered by a 4-1 FA Cup second round 
replay win over Dartford. 

The Cherries dominated the first-half, 
but a goal from Micky Dingwall meant 
the Darts trailed just 2-1 late in the sec¬ 
ond-half. On 79 minutes Terry Sullivan’s 
shot was clawed off the line and two 
goals in the final five minutes killed 
Dartford off, to Redknapp’s relief. 

Strange as it may seem to connois¬ 
seurs of his beguiling ITV punditry, Andy 
Townsend was once one of the bright¬ 
est midfield prospects in the country. 

Townsend was sold for a then record 
£13,000 from Welling United to Weymouth 
and he was part of a Terras midfield that 
inflicted a 4-1 defeat on Maidstone United, 
their heaviest home loss in three seasons 
in the Gola league, a quarter of a centuiy 
ago. Townsend - who was born in 
Maidstone - opened the scoring with a 
penalty and dominated the rest of the 
game with his central midfield partner, the 
future Sheffield United striker Tony Agana.

ASPIRING young racing drivers in 
the county will soon have a new 
revamped karting venue to hone 
their motorsport skills. 

Lydd Raceway, near Ashford, is set for an 
overhaul having been bought by Daytona 
Motorsport, one of the nation’s most famous 
karting firms. 

The company owns circuits in Milton Keynes, 
Sandown Park, Surrey and Manchester and 
they intend to invest in the Lydd circuit to 
establish it as one of the best in the countiy. 

The 1,250-metre circuit is a renowned driv¬ 
ers’ track and the new owners intend to keep 
the layout, but improve the facilities in a bid to 
attract both racers and amateurs to karting. 

They are also planning to add floodlights at 
the circuit to enable night racing. 

The county already boasts a wide range of 
motorsport facilities, with Buckmore Park 
leading the line at grassroots level. 

A host a famous faces began their careers at 
the circuit near Chatham, including Formula 
One champions Jenson Button and Lewis 
Hamilton. 

Venture 

However, Jim Graham, director of Daytona, 
believes the county will benefit from having 
another top-level karting venue and is hoping 
one day Lydd can produce a household name 
of the fiiture. 

He said: “Obviously we don’t want to go 
directly up against Buckmore Park and offer 
exactly the same schemes as they do, but we 
would like to run alongside them. 

“We know Bill Sisley well and he has done a 
great job at Buckmore. 

“Drivers don’t just want to drive one circuit 
all the time so we can offer another exciting 
track for drivers to compete and learn their 
skills. In the future we hope some people will 
drive past Buckmore to come to us, but it is 
early days yet. 

“We are hoping to revamp the circuit by 
investing heavily into the venture. We hope it 
will not only attract racers, but the general 
public too. 

“One day we would like to help produce a 
Formula One champion of the future.” 

A number of karting championships have 
already expressed an interest in racing at the 
venue next year, while Lydd’s new owners 
have also confirmed they will be running the 
popular Let’s Go Karting scheme, aimed 
at attracting children as young as eight into 
the sport. 

The redevelopment of Lydd Raceway is 
expected to be completed in time for the 
circuit’s launch in March.

BOXER Matt Marsh is confident of 
victory next week as he continues 
his preparations for regaining his 
British title in the spring, writes David 
Pritchard.

A date has already been set to chal¬ 
lenge British champion Jason Booth 
in the New Year for the title Marsh 
believes is rightly his. 

“Of course, the title is mine and I’ll 
take it back in February next year. 
I’ll say thanks to Jason for looking 
after it for me, then bring it back home 
to Welling. 

“Hopefully it will be the start of 
something big for me, by the end of 
next year I want to have the British, 
European and Commonwealth titles 
under my roof.”

I know hopefully if I can keep going I 
can be one of the best players in the world. 

“It’s really kicked on since the Olympics [in 
2008]. I’ve just tried to improve from there, 
keep working and look to become someone

people in the world worry about.” 

Jackson joins an illustrious list, with previ¬ 
ous winners of the award going on to help 
their teams win a host of world and Olympic 
titles. Australia’s Jamie Dwyer was the 
second player to win the young prize and has 
since gone on to scoop the senior gong three 
times in the last six years. 

Jackson began playing hockey with 
Tunbridge Wells before switching to play 
senior hockey with East Grinstead. 

His form as a teenager in a strong side 
attracted international recognition, making 
his full debut in 2006. 

His rise to prominence on the internation¬ 
al stage has coincided with a move to play 
club hockey with HGC in the Netherlands, 
where the sport has a much higher profile 
than in the UK. Jackson believes the move 
has done wonders for his game. 

He said: “It’s hard to say how much of a fac¬ 
tor it’s been, but it has definitely played a 
part. You are playing against five or six 
world-class players every week and training 
alongside another five or six in between. 

“There’s no doubt it’s been a massive help.” 

After a superb 2009, Jackson will have lit¬ 
tle time to dwell on his achievements as 
England prepare for the World Cup, which 
begins in India on February 28.

Rugby laws need kicking into 
touch, say county coaches 


KENT rugby coaches have supported the 
director of elite rugby, Rob Andrew, in his 
criticism that fans will be driven away by 
the excess of kicking in the sport, writes 
Steve Tervet. 

The former England fly-half believes the 
way the laws are being interpreted has 
prompted a ‘must-not-lose’ mentality 
among players and coaches, with success 
at all costs being put above the need to 
entertain supporters. 

While Kent clubs differ in their opinions 
on how the game should be played, all 
accept that the pressures to win are being 
borne out by a nervousness on the field. 

Nick France, 1st XV manager at London 
1 South side Aylesford Bulls, said: “There’s 
been a definite increase in kicking and it’s 
come at the same time as this drive for suc¬ 


cess - winning is now paramount. We 
always try to put on a good spectacle but if 
you gave me the option to play dirty and 
win or play good rugby and lose, I’d play 
dirty every time.” 

The Bulls have failed to win a game this 
season and seem destined for relegation. 
France admits he would sacrifice style to 
swap places with any side above them. 

Almost certain to gain promotion at the 
end of the season are Tonbridge Juddians, 
who have a 100 per cent record at the top of 
London 2 South East. 

Chairman Jon Maidman said: “The cre¬ 
ativity has gone from the game and too often 
teams are waiting for the opposition to make 
defensive mistakes. It would be lovely to play 
attractive and winning rugby, but, like all 
sports, it’s a results business. 


“At the moment we’re having no prob¬ 
lems getting results, but if push came to 
shove, I would take winning over enter¬ 
taining.” 

Three steps up the rugby food chain, 
Canterbury play in National League 2 
South and head coach Danny Vaughan 
believes the responsibility for playing 
attractive rugby lies with his opposite 
numbers. 

He said: “Coaches need to be more ambi¬ 
tious - too often they’ll play safe and it 
makes for negative rugby. At Canterbury 
we want to play rugby that people want to 
watch but most coaches would say winning 
is the only important thing. 

“You could be the most entertaining team 
all season but if you go down, you’re not 
going to keep your job.”

Rumours suggested he had quit the Test 
in protest at the introduction of the new 
decision review system which allows an 
umpire’s decision to be challenged. But in a 
statement released by the International 
Cricket Council (ICC), Benson rejected the 
claims, citing poor health. 

He said: “I have been in discussions with 
the ICC since my return from Australia and 
we have agreed that I will undergo a series 
of medical assessments. We will then dis¬ 
cuss my future and my position as an ICC 
elite umpire.”

Farbrace close to overseas siqnin

KENT are in “advanced talks” 
with an overseas fast bowler for 
the first half of the season and 
an international spinner for the 
second, with head coach Paul 
Farbrace hopeful they may sign 
before Christmas. 

With Ryan McLaren and Martin Saggers 
departing at the end of last season, Kent 
have been scouring the market for bowlers 
to boost their squad for a return to Division 
One of the County Championship. 

Farbrace, who has taken over the reigns 
from Graham Ford as head coach, told Kent 
on Sunday neither McLaren or Wayne 
Parnell, who both played at Canterbury 
last season, would be returning as overseas 
players. The former Sri Lanka assistant 
coach, together with skipper Rob Key and 
coach Simon Willis, has identified two over¬ 
seas bowlers he wants for next season, and 
is hopeful they may sign in the next couple 
of weeks, and they will share the county 



“We have talked to about four or five dif¬ 
ferent bowlers about coming to join us next 
year and we are at a stage where we are in 
advanced talks with two as overseas play¬ 
ers,” Farbrace said. “The focus has been 100 
per cent on bowlers and that focus is on a 
seam bowler for the first half of the season 
and a spinner for the second half.” 

While Kent look to be nearing their first 
major signings of the winter, Farbrace also 
revealed that the club are hoping to attract 
another two bowlers to the county, to add to 
their overseas targets. 

“I would like to think we are not too far 
away from the two overseas players, but we 
have another couple of bowling options that 


we are exploring,” he said. ‘We have had 
discussions with two other bowlers who 
wouldn’t be overseas and are not Kolpaks 
and we’ll see where we get with those two. 

With the overseas split into two, we 
probably need at least another seamer, pos¬ 
sibly two and that’s what we are working 
towards.” 

Farbrace also confirmed that South 
African Justin Kemp will not be returning 
to the club next summer, but moved to cor¬ 
rect reports that Kent had looked at sign¬ 
ing him as an overseas player. 

Kemp was hopeful of making a return to 
St Lawrence, but new regulations in 
regards to Kolpak players means that Kent 
have had to pursue other options for 2010. 

Farbrace said: “We were talking to 
[Kemp] about coming back as a Kolpak and 
I had a discussion with him at the end of 
the season and then it was clarified that he 
doesn’t qualify as a Kolpak player because 
he hasn’t had a work permit for four con¬ 
secutive years. As a result, once we realised 
that, I told him we wouldn’t be pursuing 
him for 2010. 

“He isn’t an option as an overseas and 
never has been an option as an overseas 
player. I’ve seen his and Ryan McLaren’s 
name linked with us as overseas options 
but that’s not something we have ever 
talked about.”

All the games were close and it 
was a great experience to be around play¬ 
ers I had played with years ago.” 

Headley found his form early on, dismiss¬ 
ing Stuart Williams and former Kent team¬ 
mate Carl Hooper as England beat the 
hosts by seven wickets in their opening 
game. He claimed Indika de Saram and ran 
out Ruwan Kalpage in the next game, a 
five-wicket victory against Sri Lanka. 

England lost their final group game to 
South Africa, but made amends when the 
sides met in last Saturday’s final, winning by 
eight wickets thanks to an unbeaten centu¬ 
ry partnership between Ramprakash and 
Hick. 

Organisers are hoping to make the tour¬ 
nament an annual event, with plans to 
increase next year’s tournament to eight 
teams. 

Headley said: “From my point of view I 
think they should set the dates now 
because I think a lot of people would be 
interested in going to Barbados to watch. It 
would be a great event next year with up to 
eight teams, I think it’ll go from strength to 
strength.”

Mark Robson says he is being 
forced to pursue options else¬ 
where as the Kent club continue 
to stall on offering him a perma¬ 
nent contract. 

The 40-year-old was expected to sign a 
new contract with the Gills in June, but 
this week Robson told Kent on Sunday it 
had still not been finalised, much to his 
acute frustration. 

“I’m still not settled as regards to my con¬ 
tract with the club, which is very, very dis¬ 
appointing because I expected it to be sort¬ 
ed out a long time ago,” he said. 

“It’s still not resolved. I’ve been offered a 
contract that I’ve agreed to, but at the 
moment that contract still hasn’t come for¬ 
ward so hopefully it will be sorted out this 
week, if not next week.” 

The former West Ham and Tottenham 
midfielder joined Gillingham on a short¬ 
term basis in August 2008, quickly becoming 
a popular figure with staff and players alike. 

In January he signed on until the end of the 
campaign and following promotion in May, 
manager Mark Stimson praised the 40-year- 
old as one of his most important signings. 

Robson originally only came to 
Priestfield as a stop-gap while he looked for 
the right opening to take on his first man¬ 
agerial post. After nine years on the coach¬ 
ing staff at Charlton, he left the Valley to 
make the step-up, but after failing to 
secure a job he joined up with Stimson. 

The pair grew up within a couple of miles 
of each other and have been friends for 
more than 20 years after serving their 
apprenticeships at Tottenham Hotspur 
together. 

While the ambition to become a manager 
in his own right still bums for Robson, he 
stressed how happy he is working with 
Stimson and assistant manager Scott 
Barrett. But the ex-Charlton and Notts 
County player admitted the ongoing con¬ 
tractual problems mean he is looking for 
other jobs. 

He said: “Until I’m sorted out and have a 
contract signed, sealed and delivered then 
I have to. I’ve got to look after myself and I 
have a family to think about so yes, I am, 
but I’d rather just put that to bed and get it 
done, sorted and out the way. 

“I’m still enjoying myself and enjoying 
working with Mark and Scotty - it’s all a 
very good experience. I’ve no plans on 
doing anything or going anywhere, I’m 
quite happy to be here so hopefully every¬ 
thing will get sorted out and we can focus 
purely on the job at Gillingham.”

Gills chairman Paul Scally declined to 
comment on the talks, saying “It is not 
Gillingham Football Club policy to discuss 
individual contract situations”. 

Losing Robson would be a significant blow 
to the Gills, who overall have made a 
steady return to League One this season. 

The first-team coach believes staying 
up this season would be just as big an 
achievement as winning promotion last 
term and hopes the club are able to 
strengthen the squad when the trans¬ 
fer window opens next month.
